Head Coach Rhonda Revelle and her staff, charged with building upon one of the 
most storied foundations in collegiate softball, have been determined to continue the Nebraska 
softball tradition to the present day. Over the past decade, the Huskers have been to every NCAA 
Tournament, advancing to a pair of Women’s College World Series and finishing in a tie for fifth 
place in each trip. Nebraska has won better than 70 percent of its games over the past 10 seasons 
while capturing six Big 12 championships and finishing among the nation's top 15 in the final 
NFCA/USA Today coaches poll seven times. Individuals have also seen success during the last 


decade, earning nine All-America awards and five academic All-America certificates.

No stadium is complete without the support of 
the home fans.

The 2008 Nebraska softball season promises a youth 
movement for the Huskers, as NU is without a single senior for 
the first time in the 33-year history of the program. Instead, 
Nebraska will feature seven freshmen, eight newcomers and 
10 underclassmen on the 17-player roster. 

All of the fresh faces bring an added excitement and 
aura to this season, but what they don't bring are lowered 
expectations for the program, which is one of only nine 
programs nationally to appear in each of the last 13 NCAA 
tournaments. 

Head Coach Rhonda Revelle is keenly aware of the potential 
challenges in fielding such a young squad, but she finds 
comfort in examining the Huskers’ individual and collective 
talents. 

Revelle has enough confidence in her young team's 
abilities to put them through a rigorous early season schedule 
that has the Huskers facing 2007 Women's College World 
Series qualifiers Arizona State and Northwestern, in addition 
to traditional Pac-10 power California on the opening weekend 
of the 2008 season. 

"lam really excited about this schedule," Revelle said. 
"It almost doesn't matter what our record is because the 
competition is going to prepare us for the Big 12, especially 
the younger players." 

Nebraska may feature as many as six new starters in the 
lineup at the same time this season, including five freshmen. 
Those newcomers are expected to include junior Amanda Duran, 
a first-year transfer from Pima (Ariz.) Community College, and 
freshman Ashley Guile, NU's most heralded recruits who have 
combined for a pair of first-team All-America honors each. 

Other freshmen expected to earn or compete for starting 
positions include Julie Brechtel at second base, Heidi Foland 
at short, Abby Hughes at third and 2007 high school All- 
American Kelli Linke at designated player. 

While the abundance of youth may warrant the majority of 
the headlines, the Huskers still have a veteran presence to rely 
upon as the newcomers continue to grow and mature. 

Among these players is junior right-handed pitcher Molly 
Hill, the reigning Big 12 ERA champion after posting a 
miniscule 1.05 mark in 2007. Hill boasts a career record of

35-11 and gives NU a confident, stabilizing force from the 
sport's most important position. 

Hill has shown a remarkable consistency to give her team 
a chance to win every time she takes the circle. In 49 career 
starts, Hill is 31-1 when her offense gives her two runs of 
support or more. 

Behind Hill, a solid core of experienced juniors return 
in Crystal Carwile, Haley Long and Meghan Mullin, among 
others. 

A two-time All-Big 12 performer, Carwile has been a force 
in the middle of the Nebraska lineup through her first two 
seasons, totaling more home runs (15) and RBls (69) than 
every other Husker on the 2008 roster combined. 

With Carwile anchoring the middle of the lineup, Mullin 
emerged last season as a table setter at the top of the order. 
She used her speed to lead the team with a .318 average and 
12 stolen bases in 2007. 

Joining Mullin in a veteran outfield is Long, who was also 
an all-conference honoree as a first-year transfer in 2007 
after posting the Huskers’ best average during Big 12 play. 
Hill, Carwile and Long each earned All-Big 12 honors in 
2007, as the Huskers had the most underclassmen in the 
league selected for all-conference accolades. 

"Our junior class made the decision that we all need each 
other," Revelle said. "It's all about the team as a whole and 
not each individual class. They are very inclusive and that will 
serve us well this season." 


The Pitchers 

Pitching has been the strength of the Huskers for the past 
two seasons, as the NU staff has ranked among the Big 12 
and national leaders, finishing with the nation's ninth-best 
ERA in 2007. 

While a key part of that staff is gone with the loss of three- 
time All-Big 12 selection Ashley DeBuhr to graduation, the 
Huskers return right-handers Molly Hill and Alex Hupp, while 
adding talented freshman right-hander Tori Tyson to the fold. 

Hill, a junior, played a major role in last year's success, 
leading the league and ranking seventh nationally with a 
1.05 ERA. A native of Wayne, Neb., Hill became just the fourth 
underclassman to lead the Big 12 in ERA and finished with 
NU's second-lowest individual ERA since 1991. 

A second-team All-Big 12 performer last year, Hill's 
biggest challenge this season will be preparing for her role as 
ace of the staff. It is a challenge she prepared for vigorously 
during the offseason, working specifically on her stamina and 
continuing to develop a changeup to complement her hard 
stuff. 

Hill has shown the consistency needed to be an ace 
through her first two seasons as she has allowed one earned 
run or less in nearly 70 percent of her career starts, including 
21 of her last 23 entering this season. Hill also boasts a 31-1 
career record when her offense scores more than one run. 

Behind Hill is Hupp, a sophomore who will carry more of 
the load this season after throwing just 17.2 innings as a 
freshman in 2007. Hupp fared well in limited action, going 
2-0 with a 1.98 ERA. 

Outside of a tough start at No. 12 Hawaii, Hupp allowed 
just two earned runs in her other three starts. A control 
pitcher with great movement, Hupp began to prepare for her 
increased workload during the fall season, when she tossed 
four shutouts in five starts and allowed just one run. 

While Hupp used the fall as a solid building block for the 
spring, Tyson, the lone newcomer to the staff, was unable to 
get her first taste of college ball as a broken foot kept her out 
for all nine of the exhibition games. 

Despite the missed opportunity in the fall, Tyson will still 
figure into the mix this season. She benefits from having 
played against superb competition in southern California, 
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while also possessing all of the tools necessary to succeed. 

Offensively, Hupp is the lone candidate of the three 
pitchers to see time at the plate. She showed glimpses of the 
ability that made her a two-time high school All-American as 
a freshman in 2007, improving her average .029 points during 
Big 12 play while slugging six of her 13 total hits for extra 
bases, including a pair of home runs. 


The Outfielders 

Nebraska's 2008 outfield could challenge the pitching staff 
as the strength of the squad. The outfield is unquestionably 
the Huskers' most experienced group, returning every starter 
and key reserve, although sophomore Crystal Gonzalez was 
lost for the year after suffering a season-ending knee injury 
back home in California over the winter break. 

Led by the junior trio of Haley Long, Meghan Mullin and 
Darcy Rutherford, the Huskers feature five players on the 2008 
roster that earned at least 22 outfield starts last season, 
counting Gonzalez. Sophomore Alex Hupp (22 starts) is also 
included on the list, although she is not expected to figure into 
the outfield mix this season. 

Despite solid performances from each of the juniors last 
season, Long was the only outfielder to be rewarded with an 
All-Big 12 honor, as she was named to the second team. Long 
led the team in hitting during Big 12 play while playing error- 
free ball. 

Long has the ability to play all three outfield positions. 
Last season she earned 12 starts in center and left and 20 
in right field, where she is expected to start again in 2008. 
Offensively, Long boasts an aggressive approach at the plate 
and is a versatile hitter. 

Mullin was the lone outfielder to start every game last 
season, earning 35 starts in right field before starting the 
final 22 contests in center. Mullin boasts the most game 
experience of any of the outfielders, having appeared in 95 
career games, including 69 starts. 

A speedy slapper, Mullin's quickness is an asset at the 
plate, on the basepaths and in the outfield. She also possesses 
a strong and accurate throwing arm. 

Last season, Mullin hit .318 to become the first 
underclassman to lead NU in hitting since 2003. A natural 
top-of-the-order hitter, Mullin also scored 22 runs while 
stealing a team-high 12 bases and adding a Big 12-best 18 
sacrifices. She also proved to be one of the toughest outs, 
recording a .369 on-base percentage and drawing 12 walks 
while striking out just 15 times in 205 plate appearances. 

The final junior in the mix, Rutherford emerged as the 
season progressed last year. She made a team-high 23 starts 
in left field in 2007 and is expected to again fill that role this 
season while competing for the leadoff spot in the Husker 
batting order. 

Like Mullin, Rutherford is a slapper with tremendous speed. 
One of the Huskers' most improved players, Rutherford proved 
worthy of more extensive playing time in 2007. After failing 
to reach base in three plate appearances as a freshman, 
Rutherford recorded 17 hits and drew 10 walks last season 
to post a .254 average and a .375 on-base percentage to go 
along with eight steals and 15 runs scored. 

The three juniors are expected to start every game this 
season, barring injury. Gonzalez would have given the Huskers 
a solid fourth option to work into the starting rotation, but she 
will instead focus on rehabbing her knee in an effort to be 
ready to go for next season. She is expected to use her redshirt 
season in 2008. 

The knee injury is the second straight for Gonzalez, who 
missed the final 27 games last season after tearing her ACL 
on the same knee. 

Freshman Sammi Liegl is the lone newcomer that could 
figure into the mix, although she may struggle to find time

among the talented, veteran outfield. Another fast player 
who led NU in runs scored during the fall season, Liegl is 
expected to primarily see time as a pinch runner in 2008, 
while continuing to develop her natural abilities. 


The Infielders 

While the outfield is the most experienced position for this 
year's Husker squad, the infield is just the opposite. Nebraska 
must replace the entire left side of the infield where departed 
seniors Carmen Kier (third) and Devin Porter (short) combined 
to start every game over the past two seasons. 

With an influx of new starters, the Huskers will rely on their 
only upperclassman on the infield in junior Crystal Carwile. 
Fortunately for Nebraska, Carwile can offer a solid foundation, 
as she has started every game at first base since she began 
her career as a freshman in 2006. 

Carwile is the most experienced player on the team, 
starting 113 career games, 32 more than any other Husker 
on the roster, while recording 139 more at bats than any other 
player. Carwile not only boasts plenty of experience, but she 
has excelled in her first two seasons for the Big Red. 

A native of Chino, Calif., Carwile has earned second-team 
All-Big 12 honors in her first two seasons while pacing NU in 
home runs and RBIs both years. She is only the third player in 
the 32-year history of the program to accomplish that feat. 

After a power explosion that saw her hit 12 home runs and 
drive in 42 as a freshman, Carwile worked on other parts of 
her game last season and responded by adding .016 points to 
her batting average while striking out 19 fewer times in eight 
more at bats. 

Defensively, Carwile plays an outstanding and fearless 
first base while possessing the unique ability to do a split 
while going into a full stretch on bang-bang plays. 

Next to Carwile at first is expected to be talented freshman 
Julie Brechtel at second base. A native of Fullerton, Calif., 
Brechtel possesses all of the talents and tools necessary to 
be an impact player offensively and defensively. Her playing 
experience with two of the top travel teams in the nation 
should aid her transition to the Division | level. 

Brechtel is a natural, smooth fielder with excellent footwork 
and solid range. Offensively, she batted in the middle of the 
order during the fall season, where she led the team in RBls 
while hitting better than .400. 

Capable of hitting anywhere in the order, Brechtel led the 
Freeway league in average as a junior and senior for Sunny 
Hills High School while also earning praise for her defensive 
work. 

At shortstop, the Huskers are hopeful a healthy Whitney 
Barrett will make a smooth transition from second base. 
Barrett, a sophomore, battled through a pair of early-season 
injuries to emerge over the second half of 2007. 

She developed into a solid all-around player after some 
early struggles, increasing her offensive output in nearly every 
statistical category while committing just one error in her final 
95 defensive chances at second base. 

Joining Barrett in competition for the starting shortstop 
position will be freshman Heidi Foland, who is just beginning 
to tap her softball potential. 

Also a collegiate basketball recruit, Foland has shown great 
improvement since she arrived on campus while focusing 
solely on softball after starring in three sports at Grand Island 
(Neb.) High School. 

Foland's improvement was noticeable even throughout the 
fall as she gained confidence and looked more comfortable 
from game to game. Defense is expected to be Foland's 
strength this season, but armed with great potential and 
a tireless work ethic, Foland's offense will only continue to 
improve as she plays a key role this season, be it as a regular 
starter, spot starter or off the bench. 


Third base appears to be the most wide open position 
on the infield as the Huskers search for a solid defensive 
presence while also looking to bolster the batting order. 

Freshman Abby Hughes earned the majority of the starts at 
third during the fall season. 

Hughes plays a fast third base, showing a great ability 
to get to grounders quickly and slow opposing bunters and 
slappers. Offensively, she also adds speed to the lineup and 
possesses excellent bat control that helped her earn Olathe 
North's offensive player-of-the-year honors in 2005 and 2006, 
while earning a pair of all-state accolades. 

A terrific student, Hughes is also an intelligent player with 
great knowledge for the game, a key factor at third where 
quick decisions are the norm. 

Barrett and Foland are also candidates for playing time 
at third base, along with freshman Ashley Guile. Guile will 
also earn her share of starts at catcher and as the designated 
player, but is a strong candidate to start at third as the 
coaching staff works to maximize NU's offensive potential. 

Guile was a two-time, first-team high school All-American 
at Olathe (Kan.) East High School. She played some infield at 
Olathe East while hitting better than .500 her final two years. 


The Catchers 

Nebraska features a strong ensemble of catchers looking 
to replace departed three-year starter Jamie Waldecker. Junior 
Brittany Pascale is the only contender with Division | game 
experience, although junior Amanda Duran arrives following a 
heralded two-year career at Pima (Ariz.) Community College. 
Freshman Ashley Guile enters the mix following a pair of first- 
team high school All-America campaigns. 

Duran is expected to be the primary starter, as she 
possesses the complete package. A terrific defender with the 
ability to call the game or throw out opposing baserunners, 
Duran also brings a big bat to the Husker lineup. 

At Pima CC, Duran was a career .490 hitter with 38 
home runs and 176 RBls while playing for one of the top 
junior colleges in America, as the Aztecs won the national 
championship in Duran's freshman season. Defensively, 
Duran became the first player in history to earn consecutive 
NJCAA Division | Diamond Sports Catcher-of-the-Year honors, 
an outstanding accomplishment to add to her two selections 
to the NJCAA All-America first team. 

Duran caught every inning of the fall season, as Pascale 
and Guile were unable to catch due to injuries. During the 
fall, Duran showed the ability to get the big hit, while helping 
the pitching staff to a 0.93 ERA and seven shutouts in nine 
games. 

Duran has developed terrific chemistry with junior right- 
hander Molly Hill and is expected to catch the majority - if not 
all - of Hill's starts. 

Despite that fact, Guile is still expected to earn her share 
of starts behind the plate. Although she was unable to catch 
during the fall season because of a broken hand, Guile is an 
experienced catcher. 

Offensively, she is expected to make an immediate impact 
after hitting better than .500 in her final two seasons of high 
school. A solid all-around hitter, Guile possesses the ability 
and determination to develop into an outstanding player. 

Also figuring into the mix at catcher is Pascale, who has 
started 35 career games at the position as the only catcher on 
the roster who has caught an inning at the Division | level. 

With the addition of Duran and Guile, combined with 
offseason surgery to Pascale's throwing shoulder, the 
Frankfort, lll., native may see limited game action behind 
the plate, although she will still play a pivotal role in the 
development of NU's young pitching staff. 


The Designated Players 

The battle to fill the designated player spot will be a highly 
contested one that could change as often as a game-to- 
game basis. The leading contenders to fill this role are junior 
Brittany Pascale and freshmen Ashley Guile and Kelli Linke. 

Pascale, the second-most experienced hitter on the Husker 
roster, has earned 46 career starts as the designated player. 
While she looks to again fill that spot this season, she will 
also play an active role in tutoring the pitching staff, although 
offseason shoulder surgery is expected to limit her catching 
availability for most of the season. 

Whatever her role, Pascale has worked diligently in 
preparation for a successful 2008 season. At the very least, 
Pascale will add a veteran offensive presence to the lineup. 
Not afraid to work the count, Pascale is a hassle for opposing 
pitchers. She cracked the Nebraska single-season top-10 list 
in walks last season while reaching base at a .364 clip. 

The first freshman poised to make an offensive impact 
as the designated player is Guile. The most heralded of the 
Huskers’ talented seven-player freshman class, Guile adds a 
big bat to the lineup and also brings a drive and desire to 
constantly improve. 

One of three Olathe, Kan., natives on the 2008 roster, Guile 
joins sophomore Alex Hupp as a two-time, first-team high 
school All-American from Olathe East. 

A powerful left-handed hitter, Guile hit .507 as a high school 
senior after hitting .556 as a junior. A natural competitor, Guile 
has a tremendous drive for the game, as demonstrated by her 
play this fall. She earned three starts as the designated player 
and produced a double and two RBls, despite batting with a 
cast protecting a broken hand. 

Linke, another freshman, should also see time as the 
designated player in 2008. The younger sister of former 
Husker Katie Linke, Kelli was an NFCA first-team high school 
All-American last year at Lincoln Northeast after hitting .509 
with 11 doubles, seven triples, nine home runs and 34 RBIs. 

Linke carried momentum from her high school career to the 
Huskers’ fall season, where she posted the highest batting 
average on the team while also showing a knack for delivering 
a key hit with runners in scoring positions.

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13 Consecutive NCAA Tournaments 

Nebraska is in an elite class when it comes to postseason 
play. The Huskers are one of only nine teams to appear in the 
past 13 NCAA Tournaments, and Nebraska has always been 
highly regarded by the NCAA Selection Committee. 

In the eight seasons prior to the regional-super regional 
format switch that occured in 2005, Nebraska earned a No. 
2 seed or higher in the NCAA Regional every season. The only 
other teams that were also able to accomplish that feat were 
Arizona, Michigan, Oklahoma and Washington. 

Overall, Nebraska has earned 18 NCAA Tournament bids 
all-time, the most in the Big 12 and eighth nationally. The 
Huskers have advanced to the WCWS seven times, the most of 
any school in the league, while winning more NCAA Tournament 
games than any other Big 12 program. 

Nebraska also has a strong history of hosting regionals 
at Bowlin Stadium. The Huskers have been awarded an NCAA 
Regional in four of the last five years, including last season 
and three straight from 2003 to 2005. 


Head of the Class 

Nebraska leads all Division | softball programs with 24 CoSIDA 
Academic All-America awards won by 17 players, including a 
nation-best two selections in 2006. 

NU is one of only two schools nationally with 20 or more 
selections, while the Huskers are the only Big 12 program 
with more than eight, totaling at least 16 more academic All- 
Americans than any other program. The College of New Jersey 
boasts 22 selections to rank second in the nation. 

Overall, Nebraska leads all colleges and universities 
nationally with 255 academic All-Americans across all sports. 
NU leads second-place Notre Dame by 59 selections and boasts 
154 more total selections than Texas, the Big 12 school with 
the next highest total. 


Ranking Near the Top 

Despite finishing unranked for the first time in poll history 
last season, Nebraska has a strong history of finishing among 
the nation's top 25 in the USA Today/NFCA Coaches poll. 

Before being left out of the 2007 final poll, NU finished 
the 2006 season with a No. 14 ranking. That final ranking 
marked the 12th consecutive season the Huskers finished the 
year among the top 25, spanning the entire existence of the 
poll dating back to 1995.

Decade of Dominance

In the last decade, the Huskers have won better than 
70 percent of their games, while compiling an outstanding 
437-172 overall record, including the program's only three 
50-win seasons. 

Within the Big 12 Conference, the Big Red has captured six 
league titles, en route to finishing among the nation's top 15 
in the final USA Today/NFCA coaches poll seven times in the 
past 10 seasons. 

NU has been just as good in the postseason, advancing tothe 
NCAA Tournament every season and the Women's College World 
Series twice. The Huskers have compiled an impressive 27-20 
NCAA Tournament record during the last 10 years, while also 
earning the right to host four regionals at Bowlin Stadium. 

In addition to the team success, individuals have also 
shined, as Huskers have earned nine All-America awards and 
five academic All-America accolades over the last decade. 


Big 12 Dominance 

By winning the Big 12 regular-season and tournament 
crowns in 2004, Nebraska held the most conference titles of 
any school in the league. The Huskers now rank second with six 
Big 12 titles, one behind league-leading Texas. 

NU has won a league-high three regular-season 
championships to go along with three tournament titles. 
Nebraska has also advanced to a conference-best six tournament 
championship games. 

Nebraska is also the only school to boast a perfect season 
in league play since the Big 12 was formed in 1996, as the 
Huskers went 16-0 in 1998. NU is also the lone program that 
has never had a losing conference record through the Big 12's 
first 12 seasons. 

On the coaching side, Head Coach Rhonda Revelle owns 
at least a .500 career record against every coach in the Big 
12 Conference, while not a single coach in the conference can 
claim a winning record against Nebraska or Revelle since the 
inception of the league in 1996. 


Program Stability 

Nebraska softball is renowned for its tradition and one of 
the Huskers’ richest traditions is program stability. Nowhere is 
this highlighted more than looking at NU Head Coach Rhonda 
Revelle and Associate Head Coach Lori Sippel. 

Revelle is in her 16th season at the helm of the Husker 
program, while Sippel enters her 19th year in Lincoln. Both 
coaches also played for Nebraska, with Revelle enjoying a 
three-year career and Sippel starring for four years. 

Counting their playing days, Revelle and Sippel have combined 
to be a part of 897 of Nebraska's 1,072 all-time victories (84 
percent). The duo has also been a factor in each of Nebraska's 
Big 12-leading 18 NCAA Tournament appearances. 


Huskers Lead in Graduation Rate 

Nebraska's exhausted eligibility rate among all sports 
reached 94 percent in the latest rates released by the NCAA in 
October of 2007. The Huskers’ rate was the best in the Big 12 
Conference for the fifth consecutive year. 

Softball has done its part, as Nebraska has graduated 
nine players in the past two seasons, including four Huskers 
who earned their degrees before completing their playing 
eligibility. 
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Endowed Scholarships 

On Aug. 14, 2006, the Nebraska softball program proudly 
announced theendowment of the Julie Geis Memorial Scholarship. 
The scholarship, awarded annually to a member of the softball 
team, is the Huskers’ second fully endowed scholarship, along 
with the Richard Raimondi Memorial Scholarship. 

Husker softball now boasts two of the three fully endowed 
scholarships for female student-athletes at Nebraska. 


Huskers Excelling in the Pros 

Three former Huskers were named all-stars in the National 
Pro Fastpitch League (NPF) in 2005, the only season the league 
held an all-star game. The Huskers’ total of three players in 
the game trailed only UCLA for the most selections among all 
colleges and universities in the nation. 

Former Huskers Peaches James (2001-04), Nicole Trimboli 
(2001-04) and Anne Steffan (2002-05) were each named 
all-stars. 

The trio teamed up to lead the Chicago Bandits to a league- 
best regular-season record in 2006, with Steffan earning her 
second consecutive All-NPF honors after finishing second in the 
league with a .400 average. 

In 2007, Ashley DeBuhr was chosen in the first round of 
the NPF College Draft as the eighth overall selection by the 
Philadelphia Force. DeBuhr elected to work toward her degree 
instead of playing professionally, while Steffan retired leaving 
James and Trimboli as the lone Huskers playing professionally 
last summer. 


Olympic Connections 

NU boasts plenty of Olympic connections, as a total of three 
former Huskers have competed in Olympic softball since the 
sport was added to the games in 1996. Associate head coach 
Lori Sippel also serves as head coach of Team Canada and will 
lead the Canadians in the 2008 Beijing Olympics. 

In her short tenure as head coach of Team Canada, Sippel 
has already guided the Canadians to great success, earning 
an automatic berth in the 2008 Olympics by way of a fifth- 
place finish at the 2006 World Championships. Sippel also 
helped Canada pull off a 2-1 upset of the United States in one 
of her first games, handing the Americans their first loss in 
international play since 2002. 

One of Sippel's star players is former Husker Sheena Lawrick, 
who will be competing in her second straight Olympic Games in 
2008 after making the 2004 Sydney squad as well. 

In 2004, Lawrick started two games and joined former Husker 
Stephanie Skegas to give NU a Big 12-best two former players 
competing in the games. 


Home Sweet Home 

The Husker softball team continued to receive tremendous fan 
support in 2007, as Nebraska averaged 659 fans per game to 
rankinthetop 10 nationally forthe fifth consecutive season while 
drawing a total of 10,000 fans for the sixth straight year. 

The thousands of fans that passed through the gates of 
Bowlin Stadium were not only treated to great softball, but 
watched the game from one of the top stadiums in the nation. 
In addition to its many fan amenities, Bowlin Stadium and its 
tremendous playing surface was named the 2004 SportsTurf 
Managers Association Field of the Year. 

The combination of great fans and great field, along with the 
great play of the Huskers have allowed Bowlin Stadium to serve 
as host for an NCAA Regional in four of the past five seasons.

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Media Access/Services 

Working media personnel will be seated in the softball 
press box, which is located above the stands behind home 
plate. Photographers may shoot in the fenced area in front of 
either bullpen, or from anywhere on the concourse level as long 
as it does not obstruct the view of the game. There is also a 
space reserved in front of the press box behind home plate for 
photographers and television cameras. Telephones and high- 
speed internet connections are provided in the press box. The 
main press box phone number is (402) 472-6932. 


Directions to Bowlin Stadium 

From Lincoln Municipal Airport: Take West Adams Street to the 
first stoplight and turn right onto Cornhusker Highway. Follow 
Cornhusker Highway and turn right on First Street. Go south 
until you reach Sun Valley Boulevard and turn right onto Sun 
Valley Boulevard. Turn left onto Line Drive and Bowlin Stadium 
is located on the north end of the Haymarket Park complex. 

From Omaha Eppley Airport: Exit the airport and turn right 
onto Abbott Drive. Go one mile to Storz Expressway (Abbott 
Drive turns into Storz Expressway). Proceed three miles to I-480 
South. Follow the signs to 1-80 West to Lincoln. Follow I-80 for 
60 miles and take Exit 403 (27th Street). Take 27th Street to 
Cornhusker Highway and turn right. Go west to 11th Street, turn 
left, and follow Highway 6/Sun Valley Boulevard. Once on Sun 
Valley Boulevard, turn left onto Line Drive and Bowlin Stadium 
is located on the north end of the Haymarket Park complex. 

Parking is available on a first-come, first-serve basis in 
the Haymarket Park complex. All parking is free, but issues for 
space may arise on days when both baseball and softball play 
at home. Reserved media parking is available. 


Interviews 

All interviews with Nebraska softball players must be 
arranged through the media relations office. The best time 
to reach Head Coach Rhonda Revelle for interviews during 
the week is from 9 to 11:30 a.m., at (402) 472-6465. Player 
interviews during the week are generally conducted after 
practice, usually between 5 and 5:30 p.m. Postgame interviews 
with the coaches and players are conducted on the field 
following the final game of the day. In the case of inclement 
weather, interviews may be conducted in the player's lounge, 
located on the concourse level down the right field line.

The University of Nebraska Athletic Department takes great pride in abiding by the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association (NCAA) and the Big 12 Conference rules and guidelines that 
govern Division | competition. For the benefit of the many alumni, fans and booster club 


members who are so active in supporting and assisting the Huskers throughout the year, 
we would like to remind everyone of a few definitions and rules that apply to all athletic 
representatives and boosters. 


NCAA Principles 
Institutional Control 

It is the responsibility of the University of Nebraska to control its intercollegiate athletic 
program in compliance with the rules and regulations of the NCAA. 


Responsibility 
The University of Nebraska’s responsibility forthe conduct of its program includes responsibility 


for the actions of its staff members and for the actions of any other individual, booster or 
organization engaged in activities promoting the athletic interests of the institution. 


Compliance 
The University of Nebraska must monitor its program to assure compliance and to identify 


and report to the NCAA instances in which compliance has not been achieved. An institution 
found to have violated NCAA rules is subject to disciplinary and corrective actions as determined 
by the NCAA. 


NCAA Defi nitions 
Athletic Representative/Booster 
You are considered to be a University of Nebraska athletic representative if you: 
> Are a present or past member of a University of Nebraska booster club or 
agency that promotes the Huskers' intercollegiate athletic program; 
» Have made financial contributions to the athletic department or to an 
athletic booster organization of the University of Nebraska; 
» Are, or have been, providing benefits (e.g., summer jobs, meals etc.) to 
enrolled student-athletes, their family members or friends; 
» Are, or have been involved in any manner of promoting the University of 
Nebraska intercollegiate athletic program. 


Please note: Once an individual is identified as an athletic representative, that person retains 
that identity indefinitely. The University of Nebraska is ultimately responsible for the acts of all 
“representatives of athletic interests” in relation to NCAA rules and regulations. 


Prospective Student-Athlete 

Aprospective student-athlete is a student who has started classes forthe ninth gradeor above, 
including students in prep schools and junior colleges as well as students who have officially 
withdrawn from a four-year institution and plan to transfer to another institution. In addition, a 
student who has not started classes for the ninth grade becomes a prospective student-athlete 
if the institution or a booster provides the individual or the individual’s relatives or friends with 
any financial assistance or benefits that the institution does not provide to prospective students 
in general. A good rule of thumb is to treat ALL STUDENTS as prospects. 


Student-Athlete 

A student-athlete is a student whose enrollment was solicited by a member of the athletic 
staff or other representative of athletic interests with a view toward the student’s ultimate 
participation in the intercollegiate athletic program. 


Contact 

Acontact is any face-to-face encounter between a prospect, or the prospect's parent or legal 
guardian, and an institutional staff member or athletic representative during which any dialogue 
occurs. 


Recruiting 
Recruiting is any solicitation of a prospect or a prospect's family member (or guardian) by an 


institutional staff member or by an athletic representative of the institution, for the purpose of 
securing the prospect's enrollment and ultimate participation in the institution’s intercollegiate 
athletic program. 


Guidelines & Reminders for Boosters 

» A booster may not contact the prospect, prospect’s coach, principal or counselor in an attempt 
to evaluate or recruit the prospect. 

»A booster may not expend funds to entertain or provide transportation for a prospective 
student-athlete, family members or friends. 

» Abooster may not become directly or indirectly involved in making arrangements for a prospect, 
or the prospect's relative or friends to receive money or financial aid of any kind. 

» A booster may not contact a prospective student-athlete through letter writing, telephone 
calling or other forms of communication. 


However, here are a few ways that a Husker Booster may be involved 

> Do discuss summer employment opportunities with a prospect after he/she has signed a 
National Letter of Intent with the University of Nebraska. 

> Do attend high school athletic events without contacting prospective student-athletes. 

> Do continue existing friendships with families and friends of prospective student-athletes. 

>» Do send recommendation letters, newspaper clippings or similar information about 
prospective student-athletes to Husker coaches. 


Extra Benefi t Guidelines & Reminders for Boosters 
Extra Benefit 

An extra benefit is any special arrangement by an institutional employee or an athletic 
representative to provide a student-athlete or the student-athlete’s relative or friend a benefit 
not expressly authorized by NCAA legislation. 
Boosters may not provide any special arrangement considered to be an extra benefit by NCAA 
definition. Examples of extra benefits include but are not limited to: 
Providing cash or loans of any amount; 
Signing or co-signing for a loan or other forms of financial assistance; 
Providing the use of a telephone to make local or long distance calls; 
Transporting a student-athlete or providing the use of a vehicle;

Numerous national honors have been won by men’s and women’s student-athletes in 
Big 12 history. In 2006, Nebraska’s Sarah Pavan was named the AVCA National Player of 
the Year on the court and the CoSIDA Academic All-American of the Year in the classroom. 
Pavan also won the Honda-Broderick Cup as the National Women’s Athlete of the Year 
across all sports. Pavan and 2005 AVCA National Player of the Year Christina Houghtelling 
returned for their senior seasons to lead the Husker volleyball team in 2007. 

The Big 12 is committed to a competitive environment where sportsmanship and fair 
play take center stage. Whether on the field, in the classroom, or in the community, the 
student-athletes, administrators, coaches and game officials of the Big 12 support the 
highest ideals in sportsmanship. 

Big 12 student-athletes also do well in garnering national academic recognition. 

In fact, Nebraska leads the nation in the number of CoSIDA Academic All-Americans 
across all sports with 255. 

Competitive excellence, scholarship and sportsmanship are all components of the 
Big 12 philosophy. All-Big 12 teams and academic All-Big 12 squads are named for 
each sport. 

At the end of each academic year, the conference honors its top male and female 
student-athletes with the Big 12 Athlete-of-the-Year and Big 12 Sportsperson-of-the-Year 
awards. 

Institutions can also nominate student-athletes for the prestigious Dr. Prentice Gautt 
Postgraduate Scholarships at the end of each academic year. A total of 177 scholars 
have received more than $1 million in postgraduate financial aid through the first 10 
years of the program. 

The Big 12 sponsors 21 sports. Men’s squads include baseball, basketball, cross 
country, football, golf, indoor track and field, outdoor track and field, swimming and div- 
ing, tennis and wrestling. Women’s teams are fielded in basketball, cross country, golf, 
gymnastics, indoor track and field, outdoor track and field, soccer, softball, swimming, 
tennis and volleyball. 

The conference is made up of 12 institutions that have shared traditional rivalries 
throughout their histories. Member schools include - Baylor, Colorado, lowa State, Kansas, 
Kansas State, Missouri, Nebraska, Oklahoma, Oklahoma State, Texas, Texas A&M and 
Texas Tech.

The institutions created a league that encompasses seven states, over 42 million 
people and more than 18 million television households within its geographic footprint. 

The conference conducts championships for 20 of its 21 sports. Each championship 
helps to determineteams and/or individuals that will represent the Conference in national 
postseason competition. The winner of the Big 12 football championship game earns 
the league's berth into the prestigious Bowl Championship Series.

Entering her 16th season as Nebraska's head coach in 2008, Rhonda Revelle has directed 
the Huskers to one of the mostsuccessful stretches in program history. In 2005, Revelle became 
the fi rst female coach in program history to record both 500 career victories and 500 victories at 
Nebraska. An 8-0 win over Cal State Fullerton on March 19 gave her career win No. 500, and a 
3-2 win over Texas Tech on April 17 made Revelle only the third coach in Nebraska history to lead 
any Big Red team to 500 victories. 

She followed that milestone season by leading the Huskers to an outstanding 44-12 record in 
2006 and the third-best single-season winning percentage in school history. Under her guidance, 
the 2006 Nebraska softball team recorded 20 victories in the first 24 games, marking the fastest 
start in school history. The Huskers also matched the 2002 squad for the fastest team to 30 and 
40 victories, respectively, in the history of the program. 

In 2007, Revelle guided a young Husker squad to 37 wins against one of the most difficult 
schedules in the nation. Leading a roster that featured 10 freshmen and sophomores among 
its 15 members, Revelle threw her team into the fire as NU played a total of 22 games against 
ranked opponents. 

The Huskers managed to post 35 victories for the 10th consecutive season under Revelle, 
despite playing 11 games - eight on the road and three at neutral sites - against teams that 
advanced to Super Regional play, including seven games against 2007 Women's College World 
Series qualifiers. 

The tough scheduling helped prepare NU for Big 12 Conference play, where the Huskers finished 
fifth with a 10-8 record to remain the only team in the history of the Big 12 to never suffer a losing 
conference season. Nebraska's fifth-place finish was a strong showing from a young squad in a 
tough league that featured fi ve ranked teams, including three in the top 10. Adding to the league's 
difficulty was the fact that the Huskers had to face each of the league's top four teams - all top-25 
squads with three landing in the top 10 - on the road.

The 2005 season was the only year the NPF staged an 
all-star game. The Huskers’ total of three all-stars ranked 
second to UCLA among all collegiate programs. 


Revelle's work landed Nebraska in the NCAA Tournament for the 13th 
consecutive season and the Huskers were selected to host an NCAA 
Regional at Bowlin Stadium for the fourth time in the past five years. 
Despite a disappointing 0-2 finish in the regional that saw Nebraska lose 
a pair of late leads, the young Husker squad finished with a respectable 
37-20 record while Revelle improved her career record to 598-311 (.658) 
overall and a 590-295 (.667) mark at Nebraska. 

As if her career coaching honors and records weren't enough, Revelle 
also enters her third year of serving as Nebraska's Senior Woman 
Administrator. The only coach in the Big 12 Conference serving a role in 
the administration in addition to coaching duties, Revelle replaced Dr. 
Barbara Hibner, who retired on Dec. 31, 2005, after a remarkable 28-year 
tenure at Nebraska. 

In her coaching duties, Revelle has led Nebraska to at least 35 wins 
in each of the past 10 years. Under her guidance, the Huskers are also 
one of only nine teams nationally to advance to each of the last 13 NCAA 
Tournaments. Revelle has guided NU to six Big 12 titles, including a 
sweep of the Big 12 regular-season and tournament titles in 2004. She 
also led the Huskers to the 2000 Big 12 Tournament title, the 2001 Big 12 
Conference regular-season title and a spot in the 1998 and 2002 NCAA 
Women’s College World Series. 

Revelle led Nebraska to a second-place league finish in 2006 
after finishing in seventh place in 2005. In 2004, Nebraska posted a 
45-17 record and earned the Big 12 regular-season and tournament 
championships, becoming the first team in league history to sweep the 
regular-season and tournament titles more than once. NU hosted its 
second of three consecutive NCAA Regionals and earned the No. 2 seed, 
marking the eighth straight season Nebraska earned a No. 2 seed or higher 
(the format switched in 2005 and regional teams were not seeded). Along 
the way, NU defeated 12 ranked teams, including a 3-0 upset of third- 
ranked California at the NFCA Leadoff Classic in Columbus, Ga. 

In 2003, the Huskers opened the season with a 16-4 record, the best 
20-game start in school history. After going 12-1 in February and defeating 
seven ranked teams, Nebraska rose to its highest ranking ever in the USA 
Today/NFCA Coaches poll at No. 3. The Huskers remained in that spot for 
four weeks. NU eventually finished the season with a 39-17 record. 

Throughout her tenure at Nebraska, Revelle’s players have consistently 
earned national and conference awards for athletic and academic 
excellence. During the past 13 years, 14 Huskers have won All-America 
awards — including 10 first- or second-team members — and 74 Huskers 
have garnered all-conference honors, including 42 first-teamers. In 2007, 
NU had four players earn all-conference accolades, including a league- 
high three underclassmen. 

Aconfi dent, caring and charismatic coach, Revelle has also been active 
in the University and Lincoln communities, and encourages her players to 
do so as well. Revelle has served on several local YMCA committees, and 
she was an instructor in the University of Nebraska "Emerging Leaders" 
program in 2001. Revelle is also a member of the UNL Cather Circle, a 
mentoring organization composed of distinguished female alumni. 


Three Straight 50-Win Seasons 

Revelle led NU to a 153-50 record from 2000 to 2002, the most 
successful three-year period in program history. 

She led the Huskers to one of their most memorable seasons in 2002. 
NU went 50-14 and captured the program’s seventh Women’s College 
World Series bid. Along the way, the Huskers earned a No. 4 ranking in 


When Revelle took over a storied Husker program in 
1993, she quickly returned her alma mater to elite 
status. In the process, Revelle has broken many 
school records while earning the title of winningest 
coach in program history. Revelle’s teams have 
posted the top eight single-season win totals in 
school history, while winning at least 35 games for 
10 consecutive seasons and 12 times in Revelle's 
15 seasons. Prior to her arrival, NU had won 35 
games just five times in 17 seasons.

Huskers were ranked in the top five for nine consecutive weeks. 

NU also set a school record for consecutive wins with 23 straight in 2002. Nebraska 
broke its previous record of 18 consecutive wins March 19, when it defeated eventual 
national champion California 4-3, in the championship game of the Capital Classic. 
Nebraska defeated six ranked teams during the stretch. 

For their efforts, Revelle, associate head coach Lori Sippel and assistant coach 
Jennifer (Cline) Ogee were named the NFCA Midwest Region Coaching Staff of the 
Year in 2002. 

Revelle also guided NU to 50-win seasons in 2001 and 2000. 

In 2001, Nebraska won a school-record 47 regular-season games. NU won 10 games 
against teams ranked in the USA Today/NFCA coaches poll, twice defeating defending 
national champion Oklahoma. The Huskers won the Big 12 title and earned their 12th 
overall and seventh consecutive NCAA Tournament bid, finishing with a 51-15 record. 

In 2000, the Huskers came within two wins of qualifying for the College World Series 
after a late-season surge that saw Nebraska win 20 of its last 23 games. The Huskers 
won a school-record 52 games and a school-record 20 home games, going undefeated in 
Lincoln for the first time since 1992. NU also won the Big 12 Conference Tournament title, 
defeating eventual national champion Oklahoma to advance to the tournament final. 


Year-by-Year, 1993-1999 
In Revelle’s first season, she inherited a young team that had posted a 23-30 
record the previous year before going 18-23 in 1993. After a season of adjustment and 
transition, the 1994 Huskers saw significant improvement despite a third consecutive 
sub-.500 season (25-33). All-Big Eight selection Tobin Echo-Hawk led the conference in 
hitting with a .439 batting average, and was a first-team All-Midwest member. 

In 1995, Nebraska burst onto the national scene by winning its first eight games of 
the season and ranking as high as eighth in the USA Today/National Fastpitch Coaches 
Association rankings. Revelle’s team finished the 1995 season with a No. 15 ranking 
after advancing to the NCAA Regional in Tucson, Ariz. 

The 1996 season began much the same way, with the Huskers winning 10 of their first 
11 games, reaching a high of ninth in the polls and finishing the season ranked 17th. 
Even more impressive, the Huskers took second at the inaugural Big 12 Championship, 
narrowly missing the conference's first title in any sport. 

In 1997, Revelle helped keep the momentum rolling, as Nebraska advanced to the 
finals of the NCAA Regional Tournament in Tucson, Ariz. Early in the season, the Huskers’ 
win column suffered at the hands of a tough schedule, but the 29-24 Huskers were able 
to finish with a flurry, beating Arizona State twice at the regional, while falling twice to 
eventual national champion Arizona. 

Revelle guided her team to a final ranking of No. 5 in 1998, after NU swept through 
the Big 12 season and postseason tournament 20-0 for the first time in Big Eight or 
Big 12 history. The Huskers recorded a then-school-record 48 victories in winning a 
school-record 80 percent of their games. 

The Huskers lost 75 percent of their offensive production from the 1998 squad, and 
many dubbed 1999 a rebuilding season. NU surprised everyone but itself, battling back 
from the loser’s bracket in the NCAA regional semifinals to come within one victory of 
earning a WCWS berth. 


Before Nebraska 

A former pitcher for Nebraska from 1981 to 1983, Revelle was a member of the 1982 
team that made the school’s first-ever appearance in the WCWS and won its first-ever 
Big Eight Championship. Revelle still ranks among the school’s career top 10 in saves 
(seven) and ERA (1.60). 

A native of Eugene, Ore., Revelle graduated from Nebraska in 1984 with degrees in 
physical education and health. Before returning to Lincoln in 1993, she spent four years 
as an assistant coach at San Jose State University in California, where she earned a 
master’s degree in human performance with an emphasis in sports management. 

While at San Jose State, Revelle helped the Spartans to three consecutive top-20 
finishes and two postseason appearances. She served as the pitching coach, recruiting 
coordinator and camps and clinics director. 

Before taking the position at San Jose State, she spent one year as an assistant 
coach at Cal State-Hayward and two seasons - including her only other stint as head 
coach - at Nebraska Wesleyan, guiding the Plainswomen to back-to-back conference 
championships. 

During the spring of 1997, Revelle and assistant coach Lori Sippel were honored for 
their efforts in coaching, playing and promoting softball in Nebraska by being inducted 
into the Nebraska Softball Hall of Fame. 

An accomplished guest speaker and respected among her peers, Revelle served as 
president of the National Fastpitch Coaches Association from 1998 to 2002. She also 
served on the All-America Committee for six seasons and was the national chairwoman 
of the committee for two years. 


Top 25 National Rankings Under Revelle 

The Nebraska softball program has become accustomed to finishing the season 
ranked in the USA Today/NFCA coaches poll. NU has been ranked in the final poll in 
12 of the 13 seasons it has existed. Nebraska was one of only six programs nationally 
- and one of only two Big 12 schools - to be ranked in each of the first 12 final polls, 
with each of those teams coached by Revelle. 


Big 12 Championships 

Since the Big 12 was formed in 1996, Nebraska trails only Texas for the most league 
titles with six combined championships after sweeping the regular-season and 
tournament titles in 2004. Under Revelle, the Huskers have won three regular-season 
championships and have also been crowned tournament champions three times. NU is 
also the only team in the history of the conference to sweep both Big 12 championships 
twice in the same season. 


All-Big 12 & Academic All-Big 12 Leaders 

Nebraska has produced a combined total of 125 All-Big 12 and academic All-Big 12 
selections since the league was formed. The 125 selections rank second in the Big 12, 
as NU is the only school in the league with at least 55 all-conference and academic 
all-conference honorees. Of the 125 accolades, 80 have been first-team selections, 
also the second-highest total of any Big 12 school. 
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A Decade of Excellence 

Revelle took over a struggling Husker program in 1993. In just her third season, she guided NU to a 
then-school-record 43 wins. While rebuilding the program, Revelle compiled a 153-123 record through 
her first five seasons. But beginning with the 1998 season, she has taken the Husker program to new 
heights, posting a 437-172 (.718) record over her last 10 seasons. 

Over the last 13 seasons, Coach Rhonda Revelle has cemented Nebraska’s place among the nation’s 
elite. During that time, NU has won nearly 70 percent of its games, notched 551 victories, posted 144 
wins in the Big 12, claimed six conference titles and finished the season ranked in the USA Today/NFCA 
Coaches Top 25 poll 12 times in the 13 years of the poll's existence. 

Nebraska softball is also in an elite class when it comes to postseason play. The Huskers are one of 
only nine teams in the nation to appear in each of the past 13 NCAA Tournaments, with every appearance 
coming under Revelle’s guidance. 

Overall, NU has earned 18 NCAA Tournament bids, tying Texas A&M for the most NCAA berths of any Big 
12 school. The Huskers have also advanced to the College World Series a league-high seven times. 

Under Revelle, the Huskers have also seen a dramatic increase in fan support. Since moving into 
Bowlin Stadium in 2002, NU has finished in the top 10 nationally in average attendance every season. 
Nebraska has drawn at least 10,000 fans annually in every year since Bowlin Stadium opened, including 
a school-record 19,103 fans in 2004. That season, NU led the nation with an average increase of 340 
fans per game, fi nished third in total attendance and fi nished fourth in average attendance. 

Media exposure for the program has also seen a dramatic rise, as Revelle has continued to build 
Nebraska softball into one of the premier programs in the nation. The Huskers are regulars on national 
television, appearing on ESPN, ESPN2, ESPNU, Fox Sports Net and College Sports Television in the last 
three seasons. Nebraska also has nearly every home game broadcast live on Huskers.com or the Husker 
Sports Network, as well as select road games and the entire Big 12 and NCAA Tournaments. 


A Conversation with Coach Revelle 


Q: What do you enjoy most about coaching at Nebraska? 

A: The sense of tradition, pride and community. From the players right on through to the fans, it 
is one big TEAM effort. As a coach, there is a tremendous responsibility to ensure that “the pride of 
Nebraska” stays intact. 


Q: What is your coaching philosophy? 

A: Our coaching philosophy is that we are a team-first program. From the administrators, support 
staff and coaches to the players and fans, we believe that love is the greatest source of motivation. 
By that, | mean love for the game, love for one another and the will to do the hard work it takes to be 
a champion. 


Q: You've restored NU to the upper echelon of collegiate softball. What have been the keys to 
your success? 

A: The quality of student-athletes has been the single greatest reason for our success. Their 
work ethic, talent and willingness to put the team first have been the cornerstone of this program's 
emergence. | have also been blessed to have what | consider the best staff any head coach could ask 
or wish for. Without them, we would not be where we are. We do not care who gets the credit. We just 
care that the job gets done and gets done with the highest standard. 


Q: When you are recruiting a student-athlete, what are Nebraska's most impressive qualities? 

A: | believe the pride one intensely feels when she is a Nebraska Husker is powerful. This university, 
athletic department and softball program are dedicated to excellence, and it relentlessly permeates 
the climate when recruits are on campus. 

We feel that Lincoln is a perfect college town, the University is a first-class institution and the 
athletic department, featuring the Hewit Center, Husker Power, HuskerVision, the Performance Buffet 
and many other services sell themselves. They are simply the best in college athletics. 


Q: What do you look for in a Nebraska recruit? 

A: We look for a person who embodies our ideals and mission for Nebraska softball. They are students 
and then athletes. They are honest, hard-working people who conduct themselves with class. We want 
student-athletes to join our family who have the values of diligence, take responsibility for their actions 
and respect themselves and others. We believe these are some of the qualities of high-level performers, 
and we want to protect our family by bringing in only athletes of high moral character. 


Q: How important has Bowlin Stadium been to Nebraska softball? 

A: Bowlin Stadium is a beautiful venue for both the athletes and the fans. It is set up to embrace 
the team concept, as the fans are right next to us, encircling us with their support. | am grateful that 
our administration values our sport enough to build one of the premier facilities in the country. 


Q: What makes Nebraska softball fans so special? 


A: There is no place like Nebraska. Why do you think that slogan became famous? Because of the 
awesome fans. They are loyal, steadfast, ever-ready and always great sports. We love our fans.

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Associate Head Coach Lori Sippel is a truly accomplished player and coach. She has extensive 
experience, including the international level, where she is one of only 133 worldwide members of 
the International Softball Federation Hall of Fame, and in her native country of Canada, where she 
is preparing to guide Team Canada at the 2008 Olympics in Beijing, China. 

Arguably the most dominant pitcher in Nebraska history, Sippel competed for the Huskers from 
1985 to 1988, earning All-America honors twice as well as academic All-America honors and a 
nomination for the prestigious Honda Award. Her success as a player has translated into the 
coaching field, where she is widely regarded as one of the top pitching coaches in the nation, as 
well as one of the top international coaches as the head coach of Team Canada. 

Sippel has developed three All-America pitchers at Nebraska, including Peaches James in 
2004. Jenny Voss (1998) and Leigh Ann Walker (2000) have also earned All-America honors under 
Sippel's tutelage. Molly Hill could become the fourth before her career is over, as Hill led the Big 
12 Conference in ERA as a sophomore in 2007 under Sippel's guidance. 

In each of the past eight seasons, the Husker pitching staff has compiled at least 350 strikeouts, 
posting eight of the top nine single-season marks in school history. NU broke the single-season 
record in 2001 when the staff tossed 502 strikeouts. Also in 2001, Walker increased her career 
total to 858 strikeouts, breaking Sippel's 13-year-old NU record of 838. In 2004, James topped 
that mark, finishing her career with a remarkable 947 punch outs, including a school-record 394 
strikeouts in 2004. Another of Sippel's prized pupils, Ashley DeBuhr fell just short of breaking 
James’ record in 2007, finishing a stellar career with 936 strikeouts while averaging the most 
strikeouts per seven innings of any pitcher in school history. 

Under Sippel's instruction, James improved each season and became one of the top pitchers 
in the nation. James was drafted by the Texas Thunder of the National Pro Fastpitch League, 
where she was an all-star and finished with a 13-3 record and a 0.88 ERA in 2004, shortly after 
completing her Husker career. 

In 2005, DeBuhr became just the second player in school history to record 300 strikeouts in a 
season when she struck out a Nebraska sophomore-record 335 batters. Under Sippel's tutelage, 
DeBuhr showed remarkable improvement from her freshman campaign where she threw only 36.2 
innings to earn second-team All-Big 12 honors in 2005. A year later, DeBuhr continued to flourish, 
as she struck out 304 batters to become the only player in school history to record 300 strikeouts 
in more than one season. DeBuhr finished the season with a 26-10 record and a 1.50 ERA while 
tossing 12 shutouts in 32 starts. 

DeBuhr was not the only Husker hurler to benefit from Sippel's expertise in 2006. Molly Hill also 
excelled and posted a record of 18-2 to set the school record with a .900 winning percentage as 
a freshman. Under Sippel's instruction, Hill was able to contribute immediately at the Division | 
level after pitching in the smallest class of high school softball in Nebraska. 

The Huskers boasted one of the top staffs in the country in 2006, finishing with a team ERA 
of 1.65, 17 shutouts and 476 strikeouts, the second-highest total in school history. Sippel helped 
DeBuhr rank 22nd in the nation in strikeouts per seven innings (9.3), 23rd in wins (26) and 44th 
in ERA (1.50). As a staff, NU ranked ninth in winning percentage and 20th in ERA. 

With Sippel's help, the staff topped nearly all of those totals in 2007, while finishing ninth in 
the nation in ERA. Hill showed dramatic improvement, finishing as just the third underclassmen 
in Big 12 history to post the league's lowest ERA while finishing seventh in the nation with a 1.05 
ERA. DeBuhr and Hill also combined to rank among the national leaders in every NCAA category. 

In addition to tutoring the Husker pitchers, Sippel works with all phases of the program, including 
coaching the outfielders, recruiting, film study and administration. Sippel was recognized for her 
contributions to the program when she was promoted to associate head coach on Aug. 5, 2002. 
Sippel had served as an assistant coach for the previous 13 seasons. 

"Lori is an elite pitching instructor in a category with a select few," NU Head Coach Rhonda 
Revelle said. "But she is more than a pitching coach. She is a coach in all aspects of this 
program." 

A two-time All-American as a player at NU, Sippel holds four NU single-season and five career 
records. On April 9, 1986, she threw the first seven-inning perfect game in NU history with a 2-0 
win over Drake. It stood as the only seven-inning perfect game in Husker history until Peaches 
James tossed a perfect game on May 14, 2004, under Sippel's tutelage. 

As a freshman in 1985, Sippel won Big Eight Tournament MVP honors, as the Huskers claimed 
their second-ever league title. That season, the Huskers made their third appearance in the WCWS 
and had a school-best second-place finish. Sippel opened the 1985 Series with a no-hitter against 
Louisiana Tech and was 2-2 in the NCAA Tournament. 
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In 1987 and 1988, Sippel captained the Huskers to two more College 
World Series appearances, where Nebraska finished third and fifth, 
respectively. Sippel claimed two more conference tournament MVP 


awards. 


Sippel was a first-team CoSIDA Academic All-American, the GTE

|-American Softball Player of the Year and a Honda Broderick 


Award nominee in 1988. On April 30, 1995, Sippel's No. 16 jersey became 
the fi rst retired by the Nebraska softball program.

Jennifer Ogee (formerly Cline) enters her seventh season at Nebraska in 2008, where she 
serves as the Huskers' hitting coach. Ogee's other responsibilities include working with the 
catchers and infielders, as well as coordinating Nebraska's recruiting efforts. 

Under the instruction of Ogee, Nebraska has put together some of its best offensive seasons 
in school history over the past few years. Upon arriving at Nebraska in June of 2001, Ogee 
had an immediate impact on the Huskers’ success at the plate. Nebraska hit better than 
.275 as a team in 2002 and 2003, marking the first time in six years that the Huskers had 
reached the mark in back-to-back seasons. 

In her first season as the NU hitting coach, Ogee guided the Huskers to a .278 average. 
The mark was the fourth best in school history and the highest in seven years. 

Nebraska bettered the mark one year later in 2003, finishing the season with a .287 
average, which ranked first in the Big 12. Ogee coached two of the top 10 hitters in the 
conference in 2003, including Anne Steffan (third, .362) and Lisa Wangler (eighth, .347). 

In Ogee's six seasons in charge of the hitters, Nebraska has posted a team batting 
average of .270 or better four times. Prior to her arrival, the Huskers had hit .270 or better 
just five times in the history of the program, dating back to 1976. Nebraska has also scored

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230 or more runs in each of Ogee's first five seasons, an unprecedented stretch in Husker 
history. Prior to her arrival, Nebraska had only posted one stretch of four consecutive seasons 
with 200 runs scored. 

In only six seasons, Ogee has helped NU produce four of its top seven season batting average 
in program history, along with four of the top eight marks in runs scored. With Ogee at the helm 
of the Husker hitters, Nebraska has hit at a .269 clip while averaging more than four runs per 
contest. In 25 seasons prior to Ogee's arrival, NU was hitting just .253 all-time and averaging 
just better than 3.5 runs per game. 

"Jen has already put her signature on this program," NU Head Coach Rhonda Revelle said. 
"She claims a piece of this team as much as (associate head coach) Lori Sippel and myself do. 
We are so fortunate to have someone on our staff who loves the game, loves the Huskers, and is 
willing to pay the price to reach the pinnacle. She is a diamond." 

While Ogee's impact was immediate and led to two of the most prolific offensive seasons in 
her first two years, her success is not limited to her first few seasons in Lincoln. 
The Huskers enjoyed an offensive explosion in 2006. The Huskers tallied six games where 
they produced 10 or more runs, including a season-high 21 against Illinois on Feb. 24, one shy 
of the school record. The Huskers scored 269 runs in only 56 games, an average of nearly five 
runs per game, the fourth-best total in the 32-year history of NU softball and the highest since 
the 2003 team averaged 5.0 runs per game under Ogee's tutelage. 
Nebraska hit .273 as a team and saw marked improvement in the home run category. After 
hitting a total of 43 home runs the previous two seasons combined, the Huskers slammed 39 
homers in 2006, led by Crystal Carwile's 12. A freshman in 2006, Carwile was able to make an 
i 
h 


a 


mmediate adjustment to the Division | level with Ogee's guidance. Carwile finished with 12 
omers, one shy of the freshman school records and also led the team with 41 RBls. 
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Ogee also led NU to improvements in slugging percentage and on-base 
percentage, as the Huskers developed a consistent approach at the plate 
that led to increased effi ciency on the scoreboard and in nearly every 
statistical category. The Big Red posted a .350 on-base percentage, the 
fourth-best mark in school history and the second-highest total since 
Ogee arrived in Lincoln. 

The Huskers also cut down their strikeouts in 2006, striking out just 
290 times while drawing 144 walks and setting a new school record after 
being hit by a pitch 35 times on the year. Nebraska's strikeout-per-game 
total was the second-lowest in the Big 12 Conference and was nearly one 
strikeout per game lower than the previous season. 

In 2006, Ogee led Nebraska to several top national rankings including 
runs per game, where the Huskers ranked 37th in the nation. In 2007, 
Ogee had the challenge of working with one of the youngest lineups in 
NU history. Although the team's offensive numbers weren't as high as 
past Ogee-coached teams, the Huskers were one of the toughest teams 
to strike out in the Big 12 Conference while striking out the fewest times 
(275) since 1996. 

Guiding a lineup that featured as many as seven freshmen and 
sophomores penciled in on numerous occassions, NU boasted an 
opportunistic offense that made the most of its hits. The Huskers hit .255 
with both runners on base and runners in scoring position, marking a 
.029 point increase from Nebraska's average with the bases empty and 
a .015 point increase from the Huskers' season average. 

Before arriving at Nebraska, she served as an assistant at the 
University of Washington for four years. 

While at Washington, Ogee's responsibilities included helping develop 
offensive strategy and working with the catchers. During her tenure at 
UW, the Huskies advanced to four NCAA Women's College World Series, 
where they posted a fifth-place finish in 2000, third-place finishes in 
1997 and 1998 and a runner-up finish in 1999, when the Washington 
coaches were named the Pacific Region Coaching Staff of the Year. The 
Huskies combined to post a 215-61 (.805) record during Ogee’s four 
years as an assistant. 

Ogee also had a successful run as a player for UW. A four-time team 
captain, Ogee was a part of the inaugural Washington softball team in 
1993. She started all but three of the first 264 games in Washington 
softball history. As a senior in 1996, she led the Huskies to a second-place 
finish in their first-ever WCWS berth, earning a spot on the All-WCWS 
team as well as NFCA All-America honors. Ogee still ranks highly in the 
Washington record book and holds the school career record for walks. 

When her collegiate career was over, Ogee competed for the Virginia 
Roadsters’ 1999 Women's Professional Softball League championship 
team. She was the seventh overall draft pick by the Tampa Bay Firestix 
in the WPSL's 2000 Elite/Supplemental draft. 

Ogee also has extensive international experience. She was a member 
of the 1997 U.S. Women’s National Team that won a gold medal at the 
Pan Am Qualifier in Medellin, Colombia, and she was a two-time Olympic 
Festival Gold Medalist and a four-time Olympic Festival participant. 

Originally from Westminster, Calif., Cline graduated from Washington 
in 1997 with a bachelor of arts degree in sociology. 

Ogee was married to Tom Ogee, the brother of former Husker and NFCA 
All-American Kim Ogee (2000-03) on July 31, 2004. Jen gave birth to the 
couple's first child, daughter Ellie Marie Ogee, on Feb. 27, 2006. 


In six seasons as the Huskers‘ hitting coach, Ogee 
has led NU to a collective batting average of .269 
while scoring an average of nearly 4.2 runs per 
game. Prior to Ogee's arrival, Nebraska had an 
all-time program average of .253 while scoring 
only 3.6 runs per game. In her short tenure, Ogee 
has led NU to four of its top seven single-season 
team averages in program history and four of the 
top eight run-scoring seasons.

Athletic Director | First Year | Hastings College (1959) 


In a strong move aimed to bring a new leadership style to the athletic department, University 
of Nebraska Chancellor Harvey Perlman drew rave reviews from the Husker faithful across the 
country when he selected Tom Osborne to serve as Interim Athletic Director. Osborne became the 
13th person to serve in the top position in the department when he replaced Steve Pederson on 
Oct. 16, 2007. Osborne had the interim title removed on Dec. 20, 2007. At that time, Perlman 
announced Osborne would remain Athletic Director until July of 2010. 

Osborne originally agreed to take on the responsibility as interim athletic director on an 
open-ended basis. Perlman said he would seek a permanent replacement for the position at 
some point in the future, but that Osborne would remain in the post until that time. 

"lam very pleased that Tom Osborne has agreed to help bring some leadership and direction to 
our athletic program," Perlman said. "Tom is committed to making the entire program successful. 
He brings the right experience, and an understanding of Nebraska and our aspirations." 

A Hall of Fame football coach, Osborne has more than the backing of Cornhusker fans as 
he enters a new phase in his career — he also has the credentials to lead the Nebraska Athletic 
Department to new heights. 

Since retiring from football in 1997, Osborne has found several ways to stay active in his 
home state. His most visible post-coaching foray came in the political arena, as he served three 
terms in the U.S. House of Representatives from Nebraska's 3rd congressional district from 2000 
to 2006. He also made a gubernatorial bid in 2006 before turning to academia. 

A native of Hastings, Neb., Osborne is serving as a senior lecturer at Nebraska in the College 
of Business Administration, teaching leadership and business ethics, in the fall of 2007. He will 
complete the semester while working in the athletic department. Osborne has also worked as a 
consultant for local college athletic departments over the past two years. 

"I've spent the majority of my life working with the athletic department at the university 
and | want to do what | can at this point to continue in the pursuit of excellence that has been 
previously established," Osborne said. 

Widely known for his leadership, integrity, honor and compassion, Osborne has poured 
time and effort into building a unique mentoring program within the state. The TeamMates 
program, founded by Tom and his wife, Nancy, in 1991, provides support and encouragement 
to school-aged youth with the goal of seeing children graduate from high school and pursue a 
post-secondary education. 

Osborne still actively provides leadership in the college football ranks despite being away 
from the sideline for a decade. He is currently a voter on the coaches poll for the Master Coaches 
Poll.

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While he may hold a key position that molds the future of Nebraska Athletics, many will always 
remember Osborne for his legendary service to the program as a football coach. 

Osborne was named Nebraska’s 25th head coach following the 1972 season and worked the 
sideline for 25 years, the longest tenure in school history. Under Osborne’s direction, the program 
achieved remarkable success, exceeding any in its rich history. The Cornhuskers mounted a 
255-49-3 record under Osborne, good for a winning percentage of .836. The 255 victories are 
the sixth-most all-time among major college football coaches while the winning percentage 
ranks fifth all-time. 

His achievements were so highly regarded that the National Football Foundation waived its 
three-year waiting period so that he could be inducted into its Hall of Fame in December of 1998. He 
is one of only four coaches in history to have the mandatory three-year waiting period waved. 

Osborne's coaching career came to a poetic end in the 1998 Orange Bowl. In his final game, 
the Huskers defeated No. 3 Tennessee, 42-17, giving him a share of a third national title in 
his final four seasons. The victory left Osborne as the first coach in college football history to 
retire as a reigning national champion, along with the nation’s best active winning percentage 
(.836, 255-49-3). 

Osborne guided the Huskers to back-to-back titles in 1994 and 1995, then capped his career 
by sharing the 1997 title with Michigan. Nebraska’s back-to-back national titles in 1994-95 
made Osborne the first coach to accomplish that feat since Bear Bryant led Alabama to titles in 
1978-79. Under Osborne, NU became just the second school all time and the first since Oklahoma 
in 1955-56 to post back-to-back perfect national championship seasons. In fact, Osborne’s last 
five Nebraska teams put together the best five-year run in collegiate football history with an 
amazing 60-3 record, including five consecutive 11-win seasons. 

Osborne-coached Nebraska teams captured 13 conference crowns, including six of his last 
seven seasons on the sideline. All 25 of his Husker teams won at least nine games and went to 
a bowl, while 15 won 10-or-more games. 

In the classroom, Osborne’s teams were just as successful as they were on the field. Under 
Osborne’s guidance, the Husker football program totaled 65 CoSIDA Academic All-America 
awards in 25 years, averaging more than two selections per season. To put Osborne's dedication 
to developing complete student-athletes in perspective, he accumulated more football Academic 
All-Americans in his 25 years as coach than any other football program in the nation has produced 
in its history, as Notre Dame has produced the second-most football academic All-Americans 
all-time, totaling 50 selections dating back to 1952. 

Prior to becoming head coach, Osborne spent five seasons as assistant coach to Bob 
Devaney, helping the Huskers win back-to-back national championships in 1970 and 1971. 
In 1973, Osborne succeeded Devaney, who also served as Nebraska’s Athletic Director from 
1967 to 1993. 

Osborne and his wife, Nancy, have three adult children, Mike, Ann and Suzanne and four 
grandchildren. 


Dennis Leblanc was named Nebraska’s Senior Associate Athletic 
Director for Academics, Compliance and Planning in 2007, after 
being promoted from associate athletic director for academic 
| programs and student services. He was named an associate 

athletic director in 1998 and has directed the academic program 
since 1993. Leblanc has been with the academic support program 
for student-athletes since 1986. 

In 2007-08, Leblanc will add an additional supervisory role to 
Nebraska’s compliance office, while also assisting the athletic 
director with strategic planning for the future of Husker athletics. 

Under Leblanc, Nebraska has become the national leader in 
CoSIDA Academic All-Americans for football and all sports, NCAA 
Today's Top Eight Award honorees and recipients of the Nationa 
Football Foundation and Hall of Fame Postgraduate Scholarship. 

Over the past decade, Nebraska’s academic support program 

for student-athletes has received outstanding reviews from The 
Gender Equity and Sports Management consultants from Andrus, 
Daniel and McCullock, Sports Services Inc., the NCAA Certificatio 
Review Team and the Nebraska Faculty Intercollegiate Athletic Committee. 
Leblanc is an active member of the National Association of Academic Advisors for Athletes 
(N4A). In 2002, he received the prestigious Lan Hewlett Award, presented to an athletic 
administrator in recognition of distinguished performance in providing personal, academic and 
professional guidance to student-athletes. Leblanc was presented the Chancellor's Award for 
Exemplary Service to Students at the 2004 University of Nebraska Honors Convocation, which 
recognizes individuals who go beyond the performance of their assigned work, devoting extra 
time and effort in serving the needs of students. 
Leblanc earned his undergraduate degree from Bethany College, and a master’s degree from 
Wichita State. He and his wife, Coreen, have four children, including daughters Olivia and twins 
Madeleine and Mackenzie, and a son, Christian.

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Bob Burton joined the Nebraska athletic department in 1998 
and currently serves as an associate athletic director. He spent 
three years as associate athletic director for compliance/sports 
administration before being named to the position of senior 
associate athletic director from 2001 to 2006. 

Burton is responsible for ensuring that operating principles 
of conduct for the NU athletic department are in compliance with 
NCAA and Big 12 Conference rules and regulations. In addition to 
overseeing Nebraska's compliance programs, Burton also helps set 
policy, develops short- and long-term goals and objectives, and 
assists in creating strategic plans for the athletic department. Since 
2005, Burton has expanded his responsibilities by assisting the 
development offi ce in areas of fundraising and building relationships 
with athletic department supporters. 

Burton also provides direct administrative supervision to the 
sports of golf, tennis, gymnastics, track and fi eld, cross country, 
bowling, rifle, softball, wrestling and swimming and diving. He 
oversees the operation of Haymarket Park and equipment issues. 

Burton filled a similar position at Oklahoma State as the assistant athletic director for sports 
administration and compliance from 1993 to 1997. He oversaw OSU’s Olympic sports programs 
as well as the training and strength and conditioning, wrestling, men’s and women’s track and 
field and men’s and women’s tennis programs. 

Burton came to Nebraska from Texas Tech, where he served as an associate athletic director 
for compliance for one year. While at Texas Tech, Burton helped complete the NCAA investigation 
into the Red Raider athletic department and analyzed the entire compliance system at the 
institution. He also helped identify and implement fi nancial aid and eligibility systems, including 
changes in personnel and restructuring of the compliance department. 

Burton, who was a member of the NCAA Division | women’s soccer committee for three years 
and currently is a member of the NCAA Division | bowling committee, served as a legislative 
administrator for the NCAA from 1989 to 1993. At the NCAA, he was involved in the development 
of legislation, interpretation of regulations and reviewed legal issues related to the application 
of the association’s regulations. He served as an NCAA liaison to committees and conducted 
comprehensive education to several intercollegiate athletic conferences. He has served on 
the National Association of Athletic Compliance Coordinators Executive Committee and the 
subcommittee of Big 12 Directors of Compliance. 

He received his bachelor’s degree in finance from Nebraska in 1985 and his juris doctorate 
from the Nebraska College of Law in 1989. A native of Falls City, Neb., Burton and his wife, Krista, 
have a daughter, Elly, and three sons Robert Falk, McClain John, Abram Lawslo.

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Harvey Perlman was named the 19th Chancellor of the 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln on April 1, 2001. He had served as 
Interim Chancellor of the University of Nebraska-Lincoln since July 
16, 2000. 

A former dean of the University of Nebraska College of Law 
(1983-98), Perlman has also served as interim senior vice 
chancellor for academic affairs at UNL (1995-96). 

Perlman, a Nebraska native, was raised in York, Neb., and 
earned a bachelor of arts in history and a juris doctorate from the 
University of Nebraska. During his law school years, he was editor 
in chief of the Nebraska Law Review and was elected to the Order 
of the Coif, a law honors society. 

He joined the NU law faculty in 1967 after spending a year as a 
Bigelow Teaching Fellow at the University of Chicago Law School. 
He served on the Nebraska law faculty until 1974 when he joined 
the faculty at the University of Virginia Law School. He returned to 
Nebraska in 1983 when he accepted the deanship of the Nebraska 
Law College, a post he held until 1998 when he returned to the 
professoriate. He has also served as a visiting professor at Florida State University College o 
Law, the University of Puget Sound School of Law and the University of lowa College of Law. 

His area of legal expertise lies in torts and intellectual property. He is a member of the 
Nebraska State and American Bar Associations, the Council of the American Law Institute and 
is a commissioner of the National Conference of Commissioners on Uniform State Laws. He is 
co-author of “Intellectual Property and Unfair Competition” (5th edition, 1998) and co-reporter 
for the “Restatement of Unfair Competition” (1994). In February 2002, Perlman was named 
a Life Fellow of the American Bar Foundation. Fellow status denotes an individual who has 
demonstrated outstanding dedication to the welfare of his or her community and is committed 
to the highest principles of the legal profession. Only the top one-third of one percent of the 
legal profession is eligible for nomination as a Fellow. 

At the University of Nebraska, he chaired the search advisory committee for chancellor in 
1991, chaired the Nebraska Bioethics Advisory Panel, and is a member of the Nebraska State 
Fair Board. 

He serves on the Council of the American Law Institute, a leading national law reform 
organization, as one of Nebraska's Commissioners of Uniform State Laws, and as Chair of the 
Board of Directors of the Big 12 Athletic Conference. He is a member of the Bowl Championship 
Series Presidential Oversight Committee. 

Perlman and his wife, Susan, an NU alumna, are the parents of two daughters. Anne, who 
earned degrees from UNL and the University of Nebraska Medical Center, practices medicine 
in Lincoln and is married to UNL alumnus David Spinar; they are the parents of the Perlmans’ 
three grandchildren, Will, Ava, and Marco, Husker fans all. Daughter Amie, who received 
bachelors and juris doctorate degrees from UNL, is a Nebraska assistant attorney general and 
is married to UNL alumnus Ron Larson.

Josephine (Jo) R. Potuto, the Richard H. Larson Professor of 
Constitutional Law, has been Nebraska’s faculty representative to 
the NCAA and Big 12 Conference since May 15, 1997. 

In April 2007 Potuto completed a four-year term as one of the 
Big 12 Conference’s three representatives on the NCAA Division 
| Management Council, the chief administrative and legislative 
body of Division I. She also has been a member of the Division | 
Committee on Infractions (COI) since 1998 and currently serves as 
the committee chair. The CO! meets six times annually to conduct 
hearings, make findings of culpability and impose sanctions on 
institutions for violations of NCAA bylaws. 

Potuto also serves as a member of the executive committee 
of the Division IA Faculty Athletics Representatives and on a 
committee to review NCAA rules governing enforcement, infractions 
and waiver processes. Among her Big 12 Conference committee 
responsibilities, Potuto is the conference liaison to the Faculty 
Athletics Representatives Association (FARA), where she also 
served as the Division | representative on the executive committee. 
In 2002, Potuto was named Outstanding Faculty Athletics Representative by the All-American 
Football Foundation. 

Potuto is an expert on issues related to gender equity in collegiate sports and generally 
on the NCAA enforcement and infractions process. In Fall 2004 Potuto testified before the 
House Subcommittee on the Constitution regarding due process in NCAA infractions hearings. 
With regard to other current issues in sports, Potuto is a past adviser to the Uniform Law 
Commissioners Committee to draft a sports agent statute, and she also drafted rules governing 
search and seizure and hearings for the Nebraska Racing Commission. 

At Nebraska, Potuto is an ex officio member of the academic senate’s intercollegiate 
athletics committee and of the subcommittee to evaluate academic support services. She also 
served on Nebraska’s NCAA site certification steering committee. Potuto was project director 
and a drafter of the Uniform Law Commissioners Sentencing and Corrections Act, as well as 
the drafter for the Nebraska Supreme Court Committee to Draft Criminal Jury Instructions. She 
is the author of three books and numerous articles. 

Potuto teaches constitutional, procedural and criminal law as well as a course in sports 
law. She joined the Nebraska law faculty as an assistant professor in 1974 and was named to 
the Larson professorship in 1988. Potuto has been a visiting professor of law at the University 
of Arizona, Rutgers University, the Cardozo College of Law at New York’s Yeshiva University, 
the University of Oregon, the University of North Carolina, and Seton Hall University. While 
on sabbatical during the 1983-84 academic year, Potuto was an assistant prosecutor in the 
Essex County (Newark, N.J.) prosecutor’s office. She also spent five summers working in the 
prosecutor's office in Morris County, N.J. 

Potuto earned her bachelor’s degree in journalism at Rutgers’ Douglass College and her 
master’s degree in English literature at Seton Hall in 1971. She received her juris doctorate 
at the Rutgers Law College in 1974. She is a member of the bar of the U.S. Supreme Court, 
the U.S. Court of Appeals for the Third Circuit and the U.S. District Courts for Nebraska and 
New Jersey.

Season Outlook [2008] 

Crystal Carwile (pronounced CAR-why-ull) has arguably been the Huskers’ 
top hitter the past two seasons while leading the team in home runs and RBIs 
each year. As an upperclassman in 2008, Carwile looks to continue to bring a 
big bat to the middle of the lineup. 

Carwile has started every game at fi rstbase through her fi rsttwo seasons, 
a total of 113 games. One of her key roles this season will be to add an 
experienced presence on a young team, as only one other Husker has started at 
least 70 career games (Brittany Pascale, 81). Carwile also has 139 more career 
at bats than any other player. 

In 2007, Carwile improved her batting average and on-base percentage 
while cutting her strikeout total nearly in half. Although her home run and RBI 
numbers decreased, Carwile ranked among the Big 12 leaders in doubles. 

Carwile hopes to see her power numbers increase in 2008 with the benefi t 
of a full offseason of training after shoulder surgery forced her to miss several 
months of training prior to the 2007 campaign. 


Carwile has led the Huskers in home 
runs in each of her fi rst two seasons, 
becoming just the third player in 
school history to lead the team in 
homers as both a freshman and a 
sophomore. The other two were Ali Viola 
(1995 & 1996) and Denise Day (1982 
& 1983) who combined to earn fi ve 
All-America awards in their careers, 
including three first-team selections.

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Also a solid fi rstbaseman with the unique ability to do a split while going 
into a full stretch on close plays, Carwile has the opportunity to be a difference 
maker in the fi eldand at the plate while helping the Huskers reach their lofty 
expectations. 


Sophomore Season [2007] 

Offseason shoulder surgery forced Carwile to miss valuable time in the 
summer and the fall, but she still started all 57 games at fi rstbase for the 
Huskers in 2007 ... recorded a hit in fi veof the seven games at the season- 
opening Paradise Classic, including a pair of doubles ... three of her six hits 
went for extra bases, including the team's lone triple ... on the fi nalday of the 
Paradise Classic, appeared to get back in a groove finishing 3-for-6 with a 
walk, a triple, a run scored and her fi rsttwo RBls of the season ... continued 
to round back into form by recording three two-hit games in fi vecontests at 
the NFCA Leadoff Classic ... went 2-for-5 with an RBI and tied her career high 
with a stolen base and three runs scored against Mississippi State on Feb. 24 
... tied her career-high with two walks against Southern Utah on March 2 ... 
was outstanding at the Shocker Invitational while earning a nod on the all- 
tournament team ... went 6-for-16 at the tournament with a pair of doubles, 
a home run and six RBIs ... the homer was her fi rstof the season, while the 
six RBls in fi vegames were two more than she had in her fi rst17 contests 
... hit safely in fivestraight games from March 11-17, going 8-for-16 with 
two doubles, a homer and 10 RBIs ... drove in a team-high four runs against 
Arkansas on March 17, while also tying her career-high by going 3-for-3 ... 
tied her career high with two walks against North Dakota State on March 18 
... recorded her eighth multi-hit game of the season against Colorado State in 
game two of a March 28 doubleheader ... also added her eighth double against 
the Rams ... went 3-for-4 with a double and two RBIs in the fi rstgame of an 
April 1 doubleheader with Texas Tech ... started the 100th game of her career 
and scored the game-tying run in the bottom of the 11th inning against No. 11 
Texas on April 14 ... went 2-for-4 with her second home run of the season and 
an RBI against lowa State on April 16 ... added a double against the Cyclones 
two days later ... recorded a double in each game of a two-game series at No. 
4 Oklahoma April 21-22 ... went 1-for-2 with a pair of RBls and a career-high- 
tying two walks against Kansas on April 6 ... then went 3-for-6 with a homer, 
three RBIs and three runs scored in a two-game series against Oklahoma 
State on April 28-29 ... matched her career high with a seven-game hitting 
streak from April 17-29, batting .409 (9-for-22) during that stretch with two 
doubles, two homers, seven RBIs and six runs scored ... ended the season on 
a strong note, hitting safely in four straight games ... recorded a hit in 11 of 
her fi nall2 games while hitting .382 (13-for-34) with fi vedoubles, two home 
runs, eight RBIs and six runs scored ... ranked second on the team with 12 
multi-hit games and led the team with six multi-RBI efforts ... also led the 
team with fi vegame-winning RBls ... was one of NU's best clutch hitters, as 
she led the team in home runs and RBls for the second consecutive season ... 
produced 11 of her 27 RBls with two outs ... stole a career-best four bases in 
six attempts ... showed improved plate discipline, nearly cutting her strikeouts 
in half (43-to-24) from her freshman to sophomore season ... hit .315 with 
14 runs scored and 16 RBls in 23 home games ... led the team with 15 hits,

10 runs scored, six doubles, two homers and nine RBls in Big 12 
play while earning second-team all-conference honors ... her six 
doubles in conference play were tied for tops in the league ... her 14 
doubles on the season ranked fourth in the Big 12 and also tied for 
fifth in the NU single-season record book ... after committing only 


two errors during her freshman season, made eight errors in 414 
chances in 2007. 


Freshman Season [2006] 

Carwile made an immediate impact in her freshman season, 
earning NFCA All-Midwest Region first-team accolades and second- 
team All-Big 12 honors ... batted cleanup for most of the season 
and led the Huskers in home runs (12), RBls (42) and slugging 
percentage (.541) while hitting .273 ... her 42 RBIs marked the 
firsttime a Husker freshman drove in 40 or more runs and led 
the team since Nicole Trimboli produced 45 RBls in 2001 ... her 
12 home runs were the second-most ever by a Husker freshman, 
trailing only the 13 hit by three-time All-American Ali Viola in 
1995 ... hit fi vegame-winning home runs, including three in the 
Huskers’ fi nalat bat, although none were walk-off shots ... was 
also stellar defensively, committing just two errors in 353 chances 
at firstbase for a .994 fielding percentage ... began her Husker 
career in grand fashion, hitting .375 (6-for-16) at the Kajikawa 
Classic Feb. 10-12 ... hit fi vehome runs in her firstnine career 
games, including fi vehomers in a seven-game stretch ... belted 
three home runs and a double at the Kajikawa Classic, posting a 
1.000 slugging percentage ... had a career day against Utah State, 
going 3-for-4 with a pair of home runs ... firstHusker to hit two 
home runs in the same game since All-American Peaches James 
hit two against Oklahoma State on March 28, 2004 ... two multi- 
home run games on the season were one more than all Huskers 
combined in the 2004 and 2005 seasons ... recorded four hits in 
two games at the NFCA Leadoff Classic on Feb. 24, including two 
doubles and two home runs .... posted a 1.714 slugging percentage 
at the Leadoff Classic ... teamed with Trisha Tannahill and Jamie 
Waldecker to hit back-to-back home runs in consecutive games on 
Feb. 24 ... again teamed with Tannahill to hit back-to-back home 
runs against No. 17 Oklahoma in game two of a doubleheader on 
April 1 ... was involved in all four of Nebraska’s back-to-back home 
runs on the season ... went 2-for-3 with an RBI in her home debut 
against Missouri Western on March 1 ... added the fi rststolen base 
of her career against Missouri Western ... lifted the Huskers past 
Kent State with a solo home run in the bottom of the sixth in NU’s 
1-0 win in the consolation championship game of the Florida State 
Invitational March 12 ... went 2-for-3 against North Dakota State 
on March 17 and scored a career-high three runs ... also went 2-

for-3 with a run and three RBIs against Akron on the same day 
... had an outstanding series against then-No. 17 Oklahoma in a 
doubleheader on April 1 ... went 2-for-3 with a home run and three 
RBls in game one ... followed that with a 1-for-3 effort including 
another home run in game two ... her two-run homer proved to be 
the game-winning RBI in the second game ... went 3-for-4 with a 
double, two homers and three RBls at Oklahoma State on April 9... 
her second home run proved to be her fourth game-winning home 
run of the season and second game-winning blast in the seventh 
inning ... went 2-for-4 with a double, a homer and two RBIs against 
South Dakota State on April 11 ... added three RBls in a 2-for- 
3 effort against Drake on April 13 ... hit her fifth game-winning 
homer of the season in the top of the seventh at Texas Tech on April 
22 ... that homer was part of back-to-back home runs that lifted 
the Huskers to victory ... went 1-for-3 with two RBls against Baylor 
on May 11 in the elimination bracket of the Big 12 Championship 
... drew a career-high two walks at Texas Tech on April 23.

State first base selection for the state of California ... led Don 
Lugo High School in home runs, RBls, batting average, on-base 
percentage and slugging percentage in each of her four seasons

freshman, junior and senior seasons and earned first-team All- 
California Interscholastic Federation (CIF) and All-Inland Valley 
honors as a junior and senior ... as a sophomore, she was a first- 
team Division II All-CIF Southern team selection ... was an all-state 
selection her senior season when she hit .538 with four triples, 
eight home runs and 22 RBls ... in the classroom, Carwile was 
named a Renaissance Scholar Athlete all four years.

A year after posting a school-record .900 winning percentage with an 18- 
2 record in 2006, Hill was 17-9 as a sophomore in 2007, despite posting a 
Big 12-low 1.05 ERA ... became just the second Husker hurler to lead the 
Big 12 in ERA, joining All-American and Big 12 Player-of-the-Year Peaches

She caught 27 games last season and showed the ability to 
contribute offensively and defensively, committing only two errors in 325 career 
chances. Offensively, Pascale’s career batting average is .149 points higher 
when she also catches (.306-to-.157), as opposed to being the designated 
player. 

Known as a patient hitter, Pascale has shown the ability to work the count 
throughout her career. In 2007, Pascale drew a team-high 29 walks, 15 more 
than any other Husker. Pascale also boasts a career .357 on-base percentage 
and has drawn 41 walks, while striking out just 41 times.

Pascale was bothered by a shoulder injury in 2007 and although she didn’t 
miss any game time, she underwent offseason surgery last June that kept 
her out of the Huskers’ fall season. The shoulder injury, along with the arrival 
of two-time junior college All-American Amanda Duran, could limit Pascale’s 
action at catcher, making her a prime candidate to compete for the starting 
designated player spot.

Season Outlook [2008] 

Darcy Rutherford saw a dramatic increase in playing time in 2007 
and responded with a breakout year that included her fi rstcareer hit, 
extra-base hit and RBI. Building on her experience from a season ago, 
Rutherford is expected to contend for a starting job in the outfi eldin 
2008, as NU returns four outfi elderswho started at least 23 games a 
season ago. 

After starting just one game and recording only three at bats as 
a freshman, Rutherford started 26 contests and earned 67 at bats 
in 2007. Each of her starts came in either left or right fi eld and 
Rutherford also appeared in 10 games as a pinch runner. 

A speedy slap hitter, Rutherford hit .254 last season but led the 
Huskers with a .375 on-base percentage while ranking second on the 
team with eight stolen bases. 

Rutherford’s speed and propensity to get on base make her an ideal 
candidate to fi IIthe all-important leadoff role in the Huskers’ batting 
order, an area where NU struggled to fi ndconsistency last season. 


Despite appearing in 25 games as a 
freshman in 2006, Rutherford was 
just 0-for-3 at the plate. In her 

first game of 2007, Rutherford 
finished 2-for-2 to record her first 
career hits and ignite a hot start 

as she went 9-for-17 (.529) over the 


fi rst six games while recording hei 
first career RBI, extra-base hit, 
walk and putout.

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Season Outlook [2008] 

Whitney Barrett fought through a pair of injuries and a freshman 
learning curve before emerging as the Huskers’ leadoff hitter and 
starting second baseman for the latter half of the 2007 season. 
Barrett was again hit by the injury bug in the offseason and underwent 
surgery, although she is expected to be ready for opening day. 

Despite battling eye and hand injuries, Barrett started 38 games 
at second base last season. In 2008, Barrett is a prime candidate to 
move into the starting shortstop role filled by All-Big 12 performer 
Devin Porter the last four seasons. Barrett’s presence would be a 
huge asset to an NU infi eldfeaturing new, underclassmen starters at 
second and third. 

Barrett could also be the Huskers’ most versatile infi elder,as her 
great range and footwork, along with a solid arm make her a candidate 
to play at either middle infi eldposition. 

Anxiously awaiting the chance to return to full health, Barrett 
has shown the toughness and resiliency necessary to contribute to 
the team while playing through pain. That ability could be key for 
NU in 2008, as Barrett may be called upon to play at less than 100 
percent. 


Fielding Percentage Improvement 


Barrett batted leadoff in 22 of the Huskers’ 
57 games in 2007, the most of any player on 
the team. While filling the leadoff role, Barrett 
became the first freshman to serve as NU's

Barrett rebounded from a slow start to her freshman season to 
finish strong. After a hand injury kept her out of the batting order 
for more than two weeks in mid-March, she added .061 points to her 
average over the final26 games, while producing 12 of her 15 runs 
scored and six of her seven RBIs.

Season Outlook [2008] 

Crystal Gonzalez showed glimpses of a bright future as a freshman 
in 2007 before a season-ending knee injury cut her rookie year two 
months short. Gonzalez worked dilligently to rehabilitate her injury 
and was nearly back to full strength before re-injuring the knee while 
back home in California during the semester break.

Season Outlook [2008] 

Alex Hupp saw extensive time in the outfi eldas a freshman in 2007, 
as well as limited action in the circle. With a season of experience 
under her belt, Hupp is expected to see much more work in the circle, 
while also battling for a spot in the lineup when she’s pitching, or 
even as the designated player. 

Offensively, Hupp showed glimpses last season of the power that 
made her a two-time high school All-American. She finished just one 
home run shy of the team lead while becoming only the second Husker 
freshman to hit more than one homer as a rookie in the last seven 
seasons. 

Nearly half of Hupp’s hits went for extra bases, as she also added 
four doubles. Hupp showed improvement at the end of last season, 
recording more than a third of her hits, nearly half of her RBIs and 
exactly half of her home runs in the last nine games alone. 

In the circle, Hupp saw action early, tossing a one-hit shutout in 
her career debut. Hupp’s last appearance came on March 10, but with 
the loss of three-time All-Big 12 performer Ashley DeBuhr, Hupp has 
the opportunity to step up and contend to be the Huskers’ top option

Much as she did on offense, Hupp showed glimpses of her potential 
in the circle. Hupp finished with an ERA below 2.00 and allowed one 
earned run or less in four of her fi veappearances. In fact, aside from 
a tough outing at Hawaii, Hupp surrendered only two earned runs in 
14.2 innings. 

As she prepares for an increased workload in 2008, Hupp can build 
off a solid fall season, when she went 5-0 with four shutouts and a 
0.23 ERA for the Huskers. 

A talented athlete, Hupp has the potential to be a key player for 
Nebraska in 2008, as she is the only player on the roster that has the 
opportunity to help NU offensively and in the circle.

Season Outlook [2008] 

In the summer of 2006, the Nebraska coaching staff scoured the junior 
college ranks for an immediate impact player and found Haley Long, who 
became the fi rstHusker transfer to earn All-Big 12 honors in her fi rstseason at 
NU. Nebraska again tapped the junior college ranks this past summer and the 
staff believes it has found another All-Big 12 performer in Amanda Duran. 

Duran is set to replace Jamie Waldecker, the Huskers’ starting catcher the 
past three seasons. While 2008 will mark her fi rstseason at the Division | level, 
Duran has all of the credentials of a top catcher. In her two-year career at Pima 
Community College, Duran became the fi rstjunior college player ever to earn 
back-to-back selections as the Diamond Sports Catcher of the Year. 

While her defense is important, the Huskers are hoping Duran will provide 
an even bigger impact at the plate. Duran was certainly a big bat for Pima, 
as she was a career .490 hitter with 38 home runs and 176 RBls in only two 
seasons. Duran also proved to be a winner, as she played a pivotal role in 
leading Pima to the national championship in her freshman season. 

Duran acclimated herself well to her teammates in the fall, as she caught 
every inning and helped the pitching staff open the exhibition slate with 35.1 
straight scoreless innings before finishing with seven shutouts in nine games. 
Offensively, Duran led the team in multi-RBI contests.

Duran was one of 15 players from the NJCAA level chosen by junior college 
coaches to represent Team USA at the World University Games in Bangkok,

A pair of talented in-state players and the Huskers’ second-ever recruit from the state of 
New York signed National Letters-of-Intent to play softball at Nebraska beginning in 2009. 

High school teammates Ashley Hagemann and Nikki Haget will remain teammates at 
Nebraska next season after leading Elkhorn High School to the past four consecutive Nebraska 
Class B state championships. The lone out-of-state signee is Kirby Wright, a catcher from 
Cortlandt Manor, N.Y. 

All three have been recognized as all-state players, while each is also a proven winner on the 
prep level. Elkhorn went 30-1 last season and Wright led Hendrick Hudson High School to the 
best finish in school history with a 27-2 record and a trip to the state semifi nals. 

The talent and winning attitude of the group has NU Coach Rhonda Revelle excited about the 
future and optimistic about the newcomers’ impact on the Huskers’ 2009 fortunes. 

“We are adding a great group of student-athletes to our Nebraska softball family,” Revelle 
said. “They are all motivated and driven to be Huskers and have a long-standing affection for 
the Big Red. We are sure that when they put on the scarlet and cream for the fi rsttime, it will 
illicit some pretty awesome emotions.” 


Ashley Hagemann, RHP, Omaha, Neb. (Elkhorn) 

Hagemann was a three-time firstteam All-Nebraska selection from the Omaha World- 
Herald and served as the honorary captain in 2006 and 2007. Hagemann also earned three 
consecutive nods on the Lincoln Journal Star’s Super State team, garnering second-team honors 
as a sophomore in 2005, before earning first-team accolades in 2006 and 2007, getting the nod 
as honorary captain as a senior.

As a four-year teammate of Hagemann, Haget also played a pivotal role in leading Elkhorn 
to four consecutive state championships. Haget was named a two-time first-team All-Nebraska 
selection from the Omaha World-Herald and also earned first-team Super State honors in her 
fi naltwo seasons from the Lincoln Journal Star. As a senior in 2007, Haget led Class B and 
ranked second in the state with a whopping .550 average (55-for-100), according to reported 
statistics from the World-Herald. Her 55 hits also led Class B and ranked second in the state, 
while Haget also scored a Class B-high 43 runs. She also added fi vedoubles and three triples 
for the Antlers. 


Kirby Wright, C, Cortlandt Manor, N.Y. (Hendrick Hudson) 

Wright is not only just the second Husker recruit from New York in the history of the program, 
but she is the fi rstin the NCAA era, dating back to 1982. Wright, who will complete her prep 
career at Hendrick Hudson High School this spring, is one of the top catchers in New York, as 
she earned third-team Class A all-state honors from the New York Sportswriters Association 
in 2006, while earning a first-team selection to The Journal News All-Star Softball Team. As a 
junior last season, Wright hit cleanup for Hendrick Hudson, batting .436 (41-for-94) with 12 
doubles, two home runs, 38 RBls and 23 runs scored in only 28 games. Her 38 RBls were the 
third most in the area, while her play helped the Sailors win their fi rstClass A section title and 
advance to the state semifi nals,while finishing with a 27-2 record.

Young | Husker Sillad Made Strides in 2007 


The 2007 Nebraska softball team fi nished with a 37-20 
record while earning the program’s 13th consecutive NCAA 
Tournament appearance. The Huskers fi nishedfi fthwith a 10-8 
record in a highly competitive Big 12 Conference that featured 
six NCAA Tournament qualifi ersand fi veranked teams, including 
three among the top 11. 

Nebraska’s 37 wins in 2007 kept alive the program’s streak of 
10 consecutive seasons with at least 35 victories. The Huskers 
were also just three wins away from becoming the sixth NU team 
since 2000 to win 40 games. 

Featuring one of the youngest rosters in school history that 
included 10 freshmen and sophomores among its 15 players, 
NU struggled through some early growing pains. 

Nebraska went just 7-5 in its fi rsttwo tournaments, although 
seven of its fi rstl12 games came against ranked opponents. 
Following a pair of losses in their third tournament, the Huskers' 
record stood at 8-7 in early March before beginning to fi ndtheir 
stride by winning 28 of their next 34 games. 

Nebraska's hot streak started with 12 consecutive victories, 
which included a win over a ranked California team that 
eliminated the Huskers from the 2006 NCAA Tournament. 
Pitching paved the way for the win streak, as Ashley DeBuhr 
and Molly Hill combined to allow only eight earned runs in 86 
innings (0.65 ERA) during the streak. 

Following the 12-game win streak, NU dropped a season- 
high four consecutive games in early March, including a two- 
game sweep at Big 12 champion and Women's College World 
Series qualifi erBaylor to open the league slate. 

The Huskers rebounded with seven straight victories, 
including a 3-0 mark in Big 12 play before heading on the road 
for another league matchup against a top-10 foe. 

Nebraska's improvement was on display at fourth-ranked 
Texas A&M, despite a pair of losses. After falling by a combined 
score of 5-0 at Baylor, NU suffered a pair of 1-0 setbacks at 
A&M, including a heartbreaker in game one where the Aggies 
converted their lone hit of the game into an eighth-inning, 
game-winning single. 

Once again, the Big Red responded from the tough losses 
with a second seven-game win streak. During the streak, 
Nebraska went 4-0 against the Big 12, including a series 
sweep of then-No. 11 Texas at Bowlin Stadium. The Huskers also 
avenged an earlier loss to Creighton by defeating the Bluejays, 
7-3 in Omaha. 

The Huskers' record stood at 34-13 entering a key two-game 
series at then-No. 4 Oklahoma in late April. NU took a 9-6 lead 
into the bottom of the seventh inning, only to see the Sooners 
rally for four runs - including a pair with two outs - to earn the 
victory. Four unearned runs helped OU to the sweep in game 
two. 

After missing an opportunity in Oklahoma, the Huskers 
dropped a midweek contest to Kansas. With three straight 
league losses leaving Nebraska's conference record at just 7-7, 
NU clinched a top-five fi nishand at least a .500 league record 
with a dominating two-game sweep over Oklahoma State. 

Nebraska was a 5-2 winner in game one before the Huskers 
scored six runs in the sixth inning to post their only run-rule 
victory of the season with a 9-1 win in game two. 

The Huskers then played spoiler the fi nalweekend of the 
regular season, splitting a two-game series at 25th-ranked 
Missouri, which needed a sweep to claim a share of the Big 12 
title. NU's victory also gave it a winning conference record. 

The victory over the Tigers in the regular-season fi nalenot 
only kept MU one game out of fi rstplace, it also marked NU's 
last win of the season. 

Each of Nebraska's three postseason losses were frustrating, 
as NU enjoyed a late lead in all three contests. Texas A&M rallied 
for three runs - including two unearned scores - in its fi naltwo 
innings to eliminate the Big Red from the Big 12 Championship 
with a 3-1 win.

Nebraska was thrilled to learn it was selected to host an 
NCAA Regional at Bowlin Stadium for the fourth time in the past 
fiveyears, but its enthusiasm was tempered as the Huskers 
failed to win a game in the NCAA Tournament for the fi rsttime 
in the program's 18 all-time appearances. 

In game one, Georgia rallied from a 2-0 defi citto earn a 3-2 
win and the Huskers' season ended in all-too-familiar fashion, 
as Creighton scored a pair of two-out runs in the bottom of the 
seventh inning to post a 2-1 win. 

Even with a solid record and another NCAA Tournament, 
Nebraska felt it could have advanced much farther in 2007 
and a look at the statistics backs up that claim. 

Half of NU’s 20 losses came by just a single run, while 
the Huskers led in 47 of their 57 games. NU also lost twice 
when leading with two outs in the bottom of the seventh after 
not losing when leading after six innings for more than three 
years. 

The Huskers hope they've learned from those close losses 
as they head into a 2008 season that features no seniors for 
the fi rsttime in school history. 

Before moving ahead to 2008, here is a look at select 
highlights from the 2007 campaign. 


Home Cooking 

Nebraska was a tough team to beat at Bowlin Stadium in 
2007, as it fi nishedwith an 18-5 record one season after posting 
a 20-1 mark at home. In contrast, NU was just 5-9 on the road, 
but each of the Huskers’ nine road losses came against teams 
ranked in the top 25 of the USA Today/NFCA Coaches poll. 
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Huskers Post Winning Record in Big 12 Play 

With a split at 25th-ranked Missouri on the fi nalweekend 
of the regular season, Nebraska fi nishedBig 12 Conference 
play with a 10-8 record. The Huskers are the only team in the 
history of the league that has never posted a losing conference 
record. NU has recorded at least 10 victories in 11 of the league's 
12 seasons, with the lone exception in 2005, when Nebraska 
fi nished9-9. 


Husker Hurlers Lead League in Strikeouts 

The Nebraska pitching staff led the Big 12 Conference with 
455 strikeouts in 2007 and NU was the only league team to 
average at least eight strikeouts per seven innings. The 2007 
Huskers - who posted the fourth-highest single-season strikeout 
total in school history - were just the third NU staff to lead the 
Big 12 in strikeouts since the inception of the conference in 
1996 and the fi rstsince 2004. 

Individually, Ashley DeBuhr ranked second in the league with 
268 strikeouts, while Molly Hill ranked eighth with 175. 


Hill Leads League in ERA 

Molly Hill led the Big 12 with a 1.05 ERA in 2007, becoming 
the fi rstHusker to lead the league since 2004 when Peaches 
James earned Big 12 Player-of-the-Year and All-America 
honors. Hill, a sophomore in 2007, also became just the fourth 
underclassmen to post the league’s best ERA since the Big 12 
was formed in 1996 and the firstsince three-time National 
Player of the Year and Olympic gold medalist Cat Osterman in 
2003. Hill’s 1.05 ERA also ranked ninth nationally.

Nebraska’s homegrown pitching duo of Ashley DeBuhr and 
Molly Hill each posted at least 17 victories for the second 
straight season. DeBuhr - who won at least 10 games for three 
consecutive seasons - won 18 games in 2007, while Hill - who 
won 18 games as a freshman in 2006 - boasted 17 wins. 

With both pitchers reaching double fi guresin wins, it marked 
only the second time in the Big 12 era - dating back to the 1996 
season - that the same pair of Husker pitchers each posted 10 
or more victories in consecutive seasons. 

DeBuhr and Hill joined exclusive company, as Jenny Voss 
and Leigh Ann Walker accomplished the feat in 1999-2000 
and Walker teamed with Peaches James to accomplish the 
feat in 2000-01. Voss, Walker and James were each a first- or 
second-team All-American hurler for the Huskers. 


Let’s Play Extras 

After going to extra innings just fi vetimes in 56 games in 
2006, Nebraska played fi veextra-inning contests through the 
fi rst26 games of the 2007 season. The Huskers were a perfect 
5-0 in extra innings in 2006 and went 6-2 in 2007, including 
a 5-4, 11-inning victory over No. 11 Texas that marked NU’s 
longest game since 2003. 

Nebraska had won eight consecutive extra-inning affairs 
before falling to No. 20 Florida State on Feb. 23. 

A big reason for Nebraska's extra-inning success in 2007 
was the work of the pitching staff. The Husker hurlers threw a 
total of 13 extra frames, with 10 of the 13 innings subject to the 
international tie-breaker rule, where a runner is automatically 
placed on second to start the inning. In those 10 innings, NU 
allowed the runner placed on second to score only twice. 


Four Huskers Earn All-Big 12 Honors 

Ashley DeBuhr was selected to the 2007 All-Big 12 first 
team, while Molly Hill, Haley Long and Crystal Carwile were 
second-team selections.

DeBuhr earned her second straight appearance on the fi rst 
team and ended her career as a three-time All-Big 12 selection 
after earning second-team honors as a sophomore in 2005. 
DeBuhr went 18-11 with a 1.65 ERA and ranked second in the 
league with 268 strikeouts. 

Hill joined DeBuhr as an All-Big 12 pitcher, earning the fi rst 
All-Big 12 award of her career. Hill led the league with an overall 
ERA of 1.05, while compiling a 17-9 record. A right-hander, 
Hill fi nishedBig 12 play with a 5-3 record and a 1.24 ERA that 
ranked fourth in the conference. 

With DeBuhr and Hill both earning spots on the all- 
conference teams, it extended the Huskers’ league-leading 
streak to 11 consecutive seasons with at least one pitcher 
earning All-Big 12 accolades. It also marked the fi rsttime 
since 2002 that Nebraska had more than one pitcher earn all- 
conference honors. That season NU boasted two All-Americans 
- one current and one future - in Leigh Ann Walker and Peaches 
James. 

While the pitchers headlined Nebraska's All-Big 12 
selections, a pair of underclassmen were selected for their 
work with the bat. Carwile earned second-team honors for the 
second consecutive season after posting a .289 average with 14 
doubles, three home runs and 27 RBIs. Her 14 doubles ranked 
fourth in the league, while her six doubles in conference action 
tied for the Big 12 lead. 

Long, who completed her fi rstseason at the Division | level, 
joined Hill as a first-time honoree. Long batted .272 in 2007, 
but she led all NU starters with a .271 average during league 
play while recording four multi-hit games during Big 12 play 
while striking out only six times. 

Nebraska’s four selections tied for the third-most among all 
schools. The Huskers had three underclassmen selected, which 
tied Oklahoma for tops in the league. 


Three Named to Academic All-Big 12 First Team 

Jaime Borg, Molly Hill and Meghan Mullin were each named 
to the 2007 academic All-Big 12 fi rstteam. 

ALincoln native, Borg earned her degree in nutrition, fi tness 
and health promotion before completing her eligibility on the 
field. 

Hill was the lone Husker to earn a spot on both the All-Big 
12 and academic All-Big 12 squads. Hill carries a perfect 4.0 
grade-point average in speech language pathology and was 
awarded the 2006-07 Julie Geis Memorial Scholarship. Also a 
first-team academic All-District VII honoree, Hill excelled on the 
fi eldwhere she led the league with an overall ERA of 1.05 that 
also ranked ninth nationally, while compiling a 17-9 record. 

Rounding out the honorees was Mullin, an outfi elderfrom 
Mesa, Ariz. A history major, Mullin was named to the fi rstteam 
in her fi rstseason of eligibility. 

To qualify as an academic All-Big 12 selection, student- 
athletes must keep a 3.00 GPA or higher and must have 
participated in 60 percent of the team’s scheduled contests. 


Hill Earns Academic Honor 

Molly Hill was named to the ESPN the Magazine Academic 
All-District VII fi rstteam for her work on the fi eldand in the 
classroom. 

Hill, who fi nished17-9 with a 1.05 ERA that led the Big 12 
Conference and ranked seventh nationally, was also named 
a second-team all-conference selection and a first-team 
academic All-Big 12 performer. 

Hill was one of 11 student-athletes named to the fi rstteam, 
although she was one of only three non-seniors on the list. A 
native of Wayne, Neb., Hill was one of just two underclassmen 
to earn the honor and with a perfect 4.0 grade-point average 
in speech language pathology, she was also one of only three 
student-athletes with a 4.0 GPA on the All-District VII fi rst 
team.

Tough Schedule 

Nebraska has grown accustomed to playing one of the 
toughest schedules in the nation, and 2007 was no exception. 
NU played a total of 15 games against teams that earned 2007 
NCAA Tournament bids, including nine games against Super 
Regional foes and seven contests against squads that advanced 
to the Women’s College World Series. 

The Huskers had the added challenge of facing the top 
competition on the road. Of the nine games against teams 
advancing to the round of 16, six came on the road while the 
other three were at neutral sites. NU’s seven games against 
WCWS foes included six road contests and one neutral site 
game. 

Overall, Nebraska played a total of 23 contests against 
teams that made an appearance in the USA Today/NFCA 
Coaches poll at some point during the year. In the fi nalpoll, 
Nebraska played seven games against the top seven teams and 
a total of 16 games against ranked teams, along with six more 
against squads receiving votes.

The Huskers swung for a .320 average in regional play, and six of the nine players in the order 
hit .300 or better. Junior shortstop Amanda Buchholz hit .636 (7-for-11) with two doubles and 
earned regional MVP honors. 

NU pitchers Peaches James and Leigh Ann Walker combined for three shutouts and a 0.75 
ERA in regional competition, holding Nebraska's four opponents to a collective .144 average. 
Walker notched 11 strikeouts in 11.2 innings at lowa City and broke the NU career strikeouts 
record, surpassing NU assistant coach Lori Sippel’s 14-year-old mark of 838. 


The 2002 WCWS 

The Huskers struggled offensively in the opening round and suffered a 1-0 loss to Arizona. 
NU struck out nine times against UA All-American pitcher Jennie Finch and fell to the elimination 
bracket to face sixth-seeded Michigan May 25. Nebraska bounced back with a 1-0 win over 
the Wolverines. Walker and James combined for a one-hit shutout. Senior third baseman Cindy 
Roethemeyer drove in the Huskers’ only run with an RBI single in the top of the fifth. 

NU turned around to face eighth-seeded Florida State that night. Nebraska was plagued 
by defensive errors against the Seminoles, committing two errors in a disasterous fifth inning 
and three overall in the game. 

Down by three runs after the top of the fifth, the Huskers responded in the bottom of the 
inning. With the bases loaded, Nicole Trimboli ripped a two-run single to left center to pull the 
Huskers within a run. Trimboli continued to second on the throw home, but FSU caught her 
rounding the base to end the inning with Nebraska trailing, 4-3. Trimboli led NU offensively 
during the WCWS, hitting .333 (3-for-9) with two RBls.

One of the greatest hitters in NU history, Denise Day held nearly 
every offensive record at NU until recent years. A two-time CoSIDA 
Academic All-American, Day still ranks in the top five in several 
Nebraska career categories, including batting average (.336-fifth). 
Day held the all-time home run mark with 28 until 1997. 

Originally from Pennsylvania, Day earned first-team All-America 
honors following her senior campaign after hitting .359 with a then- 
school record 11 homers. In 1985, Day helped NU finish second at 
the WCWS and earned the prestigious Honda Broderick Award for 
her achievements. 


Second Base (1984-87) 


Lori Richins became NU's second first-team All-American in 1986 
after hitting .297 with six homeruns. Richins added a second-team 
All-America nod the next year after hitting .261 with four homers. 
Many of Richins' career totals rank in the Husker record book, 
including batting average (.284-20th). 

Originally from Chico, Calif., Richins helped the Huskers to a 
156-43 record during her career at NU, including a second-place 
national finish and two third-place ties. Richins was also named 
to the CoSIDA Academic All-America team on three occasions. 


Lori Sippel 


Pitcher (1985-88) 


Few players may ever come close to equaling Lori Sippel's 
pitching accomplishments. Sippel racked up 73 victories, 695.1 
innings pitched, a 0.54 earned-run average, 838 strikeouts, 39 
shutouts, 80 complete games, 16 saves and 10 no-hitters, which 
all stood atop the Husker career charts until 2000. Sippel’s career 
strikeouts record stood until the 2002 season, when All-American 
Leigh Ann Walker surpassed her mark. Despite these numbers, 
Sippel never captured first-team All-America honors, although she 
was a second-team selection in both 1986 and 1987. 

During the 1987 season, Sippel posted arguably the most 
impressive pitching season in NU history. She went 20-3 with a 
0.38 ERA and six saves to lead NU to a WCWS semifinal appearance. 
But Sippel's greatest achievement might have been her 1988 NCAA 
Athlete-of-the-Year award, given to her based on both scholastic 
and athletic ability. 
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Tobin Echo-Hawk 


Third Base (1993-96) 


Arguably the greatest third baseman in Husker history, Tobin 
Echo-Hawk's first All-America honor came in 1995 after hitting 
405 with a school-record 22 doubles. She led the Huskers to a 
then-school record 43-win season and was named a second-team 
All-American. As a senior in 1996, Echo-Hawk hit .340 and scored 
a record 61 runs. Playing alongside fellow All-American Ali Viola, 
Echo-Hawk earned an at-large berth on the team in 1996. 

However, 1994 was perhaps Echo-Hawk's greatest season. She 
hit an amazing .439 and slugged seven homers, but wasn't named 
to an All-America team. Echo-Hawk ranks among the top three on 
six NU offensive career charts, including batting average (second, 
.379), hits (first, 266), runs scored (third, 168), doubles (tied for 
first, 48) and total bases (third, 378). She continued her softball 
career with the Akron Racers of the WPSL.

Shortstop (1995-98) 


Nebraska's first three-time All-American, Ali Viola owns a storied 
place in Husker history. Viola also ranks among the greatest offensive 
players in NCAA history. At the conclusion of her career, Viola’s 53 
homers ranked fourth in NCAA history (currently ranks 21st) and her 
./60 slugging percentage ranked seventh (currently ranks eighth). 
Viola capped her career in 1998 with a 22-homer performance en 
route to a second conference player-of-the-year award. 

Not surprisingly, Viola owns many career NU records, including 
batting average (.418), home runs (53), RBIs (213), total bases 
(478) and slugging percentage (.760). Viola owns the top three 
single-season marks in total bases and RBls. She also set single- 
season records for hits (87, 1995), home runs (22, 1998), slugging 
percentage (.865, 1998) and walks (40, 1998). 

Many of her home runs came in clutch moments for NU. Fittingly, 
Viola smashed a homer in her final at bat at the 1998 WCWS.

Jennifer Lizama 


Infielder (1997-2000) 


Jennifer Lizama joined Ali Viola as the only three-time All- 
Americans in school history, earning first-team honors in 1999 and 
second-team recognition in 1997 and 2000. One of the greatest 
all-around players in Nebraska history, Lizama rewrote the NU 
record books, finishing her career ranked among the top six on 14 
career charts and setting then-career records in at bats (710), 
games played (232), stolen bases (91), runs scored (199) and 
walks (124). 

Lizama ranks second all-time at Nebraska with 47 career 
home runs, which ranked 11th in NCAA history (currently not in 
the top 25). She slugged two home runs in a single game on three 
occasions, a feat accomplished only by fellow All-Americans Ali 
Viola and Christie McCoy.

Jenny Voss became the first in a long line of great Husker pitchers 
to earn first-team All-America honors in 1998, when she not only 
eclipsed the never before touched 30-win barrier, but finished with an 
amazing 40 wins. Voss' 40 wins in 1998 were tied for sixth in NCAA 
history (currently ranks 17th). She ended the season by hurling 101 
consecutive scoreless innings, over a stretch of 14 games. 

Voss shattered many Husker season pitching records, including 
victories (40), complete games (46) and innings pitched (340.1). Voss 
ended 2000 with career records in victories (110), innings pitched 
(1,073) and complete games (127). She also ranked among the top 
15 all-time in NCAA history in games pitched, games started, innings 
pitched and victories.

Pitcher (1999-2002) 


The third-best strikeout pitcher in school history, Leigh Ann 
Walker earned second-team All-America honors as a sophomore, 
when she finished the 2000 season with a team-best 1.58 ERA 
and 233 strikeouts. Walker became the Nebraska career strikeouts 
leader May 17, 2002, in Nebraska’s NCAA Regional win over lowa. 
Walker struck out six Hawkeyes in six innings to break Lori Sippel’s 
14-year-old mark of 838 career strikeouts. 

Walker, who in 2000 became the third Husker to record two 
20-win seasons, ended her career ranked among the NU leaders 
on several other charts, including victories (third, 81), winning 
percentage (second, ./64), innings pitched (fourth, 670), earned-run 
average (10th, 1.62), shutouts (fifth, 27), saves (sixth, eight) and 
complete games (eighth, 55).

Easily one of the most versatile offensive players in school 
history, Kim Ogee became the Huskers’ 10th NFCA All-American 
when she earned third-team honors in 2002 after leading 
the Huskers to their first NCAA Women’s College World Series 
appearance in four years. The Omaha, Neb., native led the Huskers 
in nine offensive categories, including batting average (.356) and 
steals (31), while starting every game in center field as a junior. 

Ogee broke the NU career record for stolen bases on April 16, 
2003, when she recorded her 92nd steal. She ranks among the top 
five on several career charts, including at bats (first, 795), games 
played (first, 258), hits (tied for second, 263), runs (second, 182), 
doubles (tied for first, 48), total bases (fourth, 369) and walks 
(third, 115). 


Peaches James 
Pitcher/Utility (2001-04) 


Perhaps the most decorated pitcher in school history, Peaches 
James finished her Husker career by earning second-team NFCA 
All-America honors in 2004. In her senior season, James finished 


| with a37-9 record and a 0.70 ERA. She set single-season Nebraska 
| records with 394 strikeouts and 18 shutouts and held opposing 


batters to a meager .137 average. 

James was named the Big 12 Most Valuable Player and earned 
Big 12 Tournament MVP honors. In the Big 12 Tournament, James 
was dominant, throwing the second perfect game in school history 
against 19th-ranked Oklahoma. 

For her career, James is the Nebraska all-time strikeout (945) 
and shutouts (44) leader and ranks in the top 10 in every pitching 
category, including ranking second with 98 victories. 


Infielder (2002-05) 


One of the fastest players in school history, Anne Steffan batted 
.388 with a school-record 32 stolen bases in her final season at 
Nebraska. She earned third-team All-America honors for her efforts 
that included a .430 on-base percentage, 80 hits, 41 runs scored 
and a school-record 26-game hitting streak. 

In an outstanding senior campaign, Steffan recorded a multi- 
hit game a remarkable 25 times in 59 games in 2005. She left NU 
with the third-highest career average in school history and also 
ranked second on the career stolen base chart. 

Steffan went on to play for the Chicago Bandits in the National 
ProFastpitch League, where she was named to the All-Star team in 
her first season, one of three former Huskers honored. Steffan led 
the league in hitting in her second and final season, earning her 
a second consecutive spot on the All-NPF team.

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HISTORY & RECORDS 


1982 - The Huskers win the Big Eight title and win the NCAA Midwest regional to advance to the first 
NCAA Women’s College World Series in history. 

1983 - Nancy Plantz’s final season as head coach ends on a strong note as the Huskers win their 
final four games of the season. 

1984 - Nebraska makes its second appearance at the Women’s College World Series, finishing in a 
tie for fifth. 

1985 - Huskers finish second at the Women’s College World Series, marking the best finish in school 
history, while Denise Day earns the prestigious Honda Broderick Award as the top collegiate 
softball player in the nation. 

1986 - Lori Sippel and Lori Richins become the first Nebraska teammates to earn All-America 
honors in the same season. 

1987 - The Huskers post the first 40-win season in program history en route to a third-place finish 
at the WCWS. 

1988 - Nebraska wins its fifth consecutive Big Eight title and advances to its fifth WCWS appearance 
in seven years, led by Lori Sippel who becomes the second Husker to be nominated for the 
Honda Broderick Award. 

1989 - Janelle Frese earns the program’s 12th All-America award in the first eight years of NCAA 
competition. 

1990 - Jill Rishel is named a first-team All-American, keeping alive a yearly All-American streak 
that would stretch to 11 consecutive seasons with at least one Husker earning All-America 
honors. 

1991 - The Huskers post their eighth consecutive winning season. 

1992 - The last time Nebraska made a head coaching change. 

1993 - Rhonda Revelle enters her first year as head coach of her alma mater and Denise McMilan 
earns the second of her three CoSIDA Academic All-America awards. 

1994 - The last losing season at Nebraska. 

1995 - Huskers post a 22-win improvement from the previous season and start the current active 
streak of 13 consecutive NCAA Tournament berths and 12 consecutive top-25 national 
finishes. 

1996 - Nebraska posts back-to-back 40-win seasons for the first time in school history, while 
finishing runner-up at the inaugural Big 12 Tournament. 

1997 - Jennifer Lizama earns the first of her three All-America awards. 

1998 - Coach Revelle guides her first Women’s College World Series team to a school-best 48- 
12 record. NU also swept the regular-season and tournament Big 12 crowns and finished 
the regular-season league slate with a perfect 16-0 record, still the only unbeaten regular 
season in Big 12 history. 

1999 - Lizama named a first-team All-American bringing the number of All-Americans to nine in 
Coach Revelle’s first seven years as head coach. 

2000 - The Huskers post the first 50-win season in school history, finishing with a 52-21 record 
while capturing the program’s third Big 12 title in the first five years of the league. 

2001 - Nebraska captures the Big 12 regular-season title by posting the second of three consecutive 
50-win seasons, finishing ahead of eventual national champion Oklahoma. 

2002 - NU makes its seventh appearance in the Women’s College World Series and Bowlin Stadium 
opens as one of the top softball stadiums in the country. 

2003 - Coach Revelle earns her 400th career victory and 400th win at Nebraska. 

2004 - The Huskers sweep the Big 12 regular-season and tournament titles to make NU the only 
school to sweep the regular-season and postseason titles more than once. 

2005 - Coach Revelle earns her 500th overall victory and 500th win at Nebraska to become the 
all-time winningest female coach and coach of any female sport in the history of Nebraska 
athletics. 

2006 - The Huskers finish 44-12 and post the third-best winning percentage in school history while 
also earning a nation-best two CoSIDA Academic All-America selections. 

2007 - With two-thirds of the roster made up of freshmen and sophomores, NU hosted a regional for 
the fourth time in five seasons while winning 37 games, including 10 in Big 12 play.
